RUSSIA FEARS 
NO FIVE POWERS. 


Director of Asiatie Affairs in 
Foreign Office Declares 
_ England Is to Blame for 
| Eastern Situation.. 


CZAR NOT SEEKING WAR. 


Straightforward Policy Will Be 
Maintained in Spite of All; 
Japan Acting in Fool- 
ish Manner. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 25.—The war ru- 
mors concerning Japan and Rubsia are, ac- 
cording to Director Hartwig of the Asiatic 
department of the Russian. foreigfi office, 
manufactured in England to gull-the Amer- 
ican public and deceive everybody. 

At the same time, Director Hartwig wants 
it distinct!y understood that Russia is not 
efraid of war even with fivel powers. He 
does not mean to say that Russia is seeking 
war, but, in the light of what he terms 
Russia's straightforward and clear policy, 
she will not submit to undue imposition from 
Japan, from the United States, or from any 
other power. 

The director of the Asiatic department 
gave his views in the form of an inter- 
view, and weighed his words carefully. He 
esserted it was his purpose to correct, as far 
as he could, the wrong impressions that had, 
for reasons best known to Great Britain, 
been put into genera! circulation. 


No Danger of Clash Now. 

Director Hartwig, speaking of the immedli- 
ate danger of a conflict between Japan and 
NRussia, said that the Russo-Chinese situa- 
tion was likely to remain unchanged until 
the return to the Russian capital of War 
Minister Kouropatkin. 

Director Hartwig declared that he. could 
not understand Prince Ching’s statement to 
United States Minister Conger, but he pre- 
sumed that the port question would be ar- 
ranged. Russia, he said, excluded Harbin 
from the port possibilities because of its rail- 
way importance, but he could see no objec- 
tion to two more other ports being opened. 

Passing to the statement of American opin- 


remarkably outspoken attack upon England. 
He said: 

do not comprehend how Russia, whose 
foreign policy is the most straightforward, 
can be accused of duplicity, when Bngland's 
double dealing is a question that should be 
apparent to everybody. : 

“Here are two telegrams received from 
England today. One relates to Lord Cran- 
borne’s statement in the house of commons 
on July 23, saying that England desires an 
Anglo-Russian arrangemenf covering the en- 
tire situation and that England recognized 
Russia's peculiar situation and special inter- 
ests in Manchuria. 


' Dispatch to Deceive America. 

** The other repeats the London Standard’s 
dispatch from Tien Tsin of July 24, regard- 
ing Russian reinforcements at Port Arthur. 
This is for American consumption; it is false, 
but I shall permit its publication here in 
order to prove that we do not fear war, even 
with five powers. 

“ England never addressed to us inquiries, 
complaints, or protests regarding Man- 
churia. She recognizes our special interests, 
but continually incites Japan and America 
against Russia. The English dispatches 
from the far east are for American consump- 


tion. 
United Stetes Is Trécked. 


“Why doesn’t America see through the 

trick? Why swallow the bait so awkwardly 
disguised? Does Ameriea desire war? If 
so, why does not anybody stop to consider 
how much the American-Manchurian trade 
amounted to before 1899? Who ever heard 
New Chwang mentioned before we brought 
order there? Whois building Dalny asa free 
port? 
** Russia has 10,000 miles of Chinese fron- 
tier. Shall we place ourselves on the same 
footing as others? When we saved Admiral 
Seymour from destruction why did not some- 
body protest against Kiachow? What is the 
outcry for? Does anybody suppose we are 
going to be compelled to relinquish the rail- 
way to honghoneses or other mauraders? 


Fears No Five Powers. 

“TI repeat that we do not fear war even 
with five powers, Our defeat in the Crimea 
is a glorious chapter in our history, and I 
do not believe that any five powers desire 
to gather new laurels like those of the 
Crimea. 

** What can Japan do? Suppose Japan de- 
feated the Russian army, we would crush 
Japan to sand. Japan exists upon Russian 
fish. It is your duty to expose England's 
duplicity. It is not a recent phenomenon 
now; it is a chronic affair. Some English 
dispatches surpass opera bouffe. Here is a 
dispatch just received stating that Japan 
is preparing for war and that the entire 
Japanese squadron is now at Viadivostok, 
where foreign warships are not allowed at 


all.” 


Mobilization Stories False. 
Director Hartwig then took up the stories 
that have been sent broadcast regarding the 
mobilization of Russian and of Japanese 
tieops and forces. He said in the first place 


be mobilizing at Port Arthur were the crea- 
tions of the imagimative British correspond- 
ents, sent out with specific inetryctions as to 


what they were to send. 
Russia had not, he declared, purchased a 


 fleetioad of lumber to be used for the pur- 


pose of building barracks in which to house 
the rapidly gathering forces. There was no 
such plan contemplated and there never had 
been. 
These stories, he said, were on a par with 
the reports of the mobilization of Japanese 
troops and the assembling of the Japanese 
fleets. It was folly to believe that Japan was 
spending such vast sums in such an appar- 
ently aimless manner. | 

Fables from Port Arthur. 
Director Hartwig then turned his atten- 
tion to the recent conference at Port Arthur 
between Gen. Kouropatkin, the Chinese min- 
‘ster, and other officials. He said that from 
the British reports sent out, especially to 
the United States, the plans formulated there 
contemplated nothing short of the conquest 
of the entire continent of Asia and perhaps 
the annnexation of all convenient islands. 
Di r Hartwig said he wanted it made 
plain that the entire situation was being 
manufactured to injure Russia, which con- 
tinued the same as always, and would not be 
turned from ite work of developing the terri-

Her hands tied behind her back by a man 

who invaded her parents’ house yesterday 
morning, Gladys Henderson, 12 years old, 
screamed and fell unconscious from fear 
\ust as\her captor wielded a pair of shears 
and cut off her hair, which was hanging in a 
song braid down her back. 
| "The clipper then fled from the house and 
was not captured. The police, however, 
have a good description of the fellow, and 
hope to arrest him. He is declared to be th. 
boldest offender of his sort who. ever op- 
erated in Chicago. 
The hair which was cut from the girl's 
head was found wrapped in a paper in front 
of the Henderson home, at 265 Twenty- 
lifth place. The clipper either threw it away 
or log it in his flight. 


Work of the Clippér. 
Gladys and her younger sister, Emma, were 
alone in the house when’ Gladys stepped 
outside for a moment, and was accosted bya 
well dressed man, who said: 
“Hello, little girl, what pretty hair you 
have.” 
Gladys ran into her father’s laundry, next 
door to the dwelling, and told her father she 
feared the man. Mr. Henderson, however, 
made light of the circumstance. 
The child returned home, and a few min- 
utes later, answering a knock at the door, 
was confronted by the man who had admired 
her hair. 
“Want to buy some biacking?’’ he in- 
quifed. 
** No,” returned the child, as she attempted 
to shut the door, but the stranger forced his 
way into the house, where Gladys was alone, 
her sister having gone out. 
“I’ve come for that hair,”’ he said, “‘ and 
I'm going to have it.”’ 
As he spoke he drew a long pair of scissors 
and a cord from his pocket. 
‘*I want you to keep perfectly still, and if 
you as much as say a word I'll run these 
scissors into your heart,”’ the clipper an- 
nounced, tying the child’s hands behind her 
back. Then the child screamed, and was 
bereft of her hair just as she fell to the floor. 


Angry Crowd Gathers. 


It was an excited neighborhood when the 
child recovered her senses and, with her 
hands still tied behind her back, staggered 
into the laundry. Soon 200 persons had gath- 
ered in front of the laundry, and there were 
cries of ‘* Lynch the wretch.’” Men searched 
the streets and alleys for an hour, but with- 
out success. 

According to the girl her assailant was 40 
years old, 56 feet 9 inches tall, wore a sma!! 
black mustache, and had black hair. He 
was attired in a black suit and wore a black 
derby hat. Asked if she would know the fel- 
‘low if she should see him again, the child 
said: 

*““O, yes.. I can never forget him, for he 
looked into my face and shoved his scissors 
almost into my eyes, saying he would kill 


me if I made any sound.”

Cars Crash on @ Curve. 

The accident happened about one mile west 
of Westboro. Two heavily loaded cars met 
on a curve on a single track, which runs over 
a private way. The responsibility for the 
disaster is said to lie with the motorman of 
the car coming from Boston, who failed to 
remain at a switch until the Worcester car 
arrived.

“T am gullty of this attack which has 
ruined my brother's life,”’ said William to 
the court. “ It has blasted my life and ended 
the happiness of our mother. Were Charles 
injured by accident it would be my duty and 
my wish to care for him. Now that I am 
responsible for his injury, the obligation on 
me to protect him is doubled. If I go to the 
penitentiary, which I deserve, there will be 
no one to care for either him or motiter. If 
you give me my liberty I will take care of 
them both for life.” 


Plea of Blinded Brother. 


**T hope you will do as William asks,” eaid 
Charles Kindt, Hfting the bandage from his 
eyes. “‘I may not always be biind Oneeye 
may yet be saved. I do not wamt my brother 
punished, for he did not know what he was 
doing when he cut me.”’ 

Similar pleas had been made by the broth- 
ers when the case was first heard by the 
court several days ago, and Judge Brown 
then took the matter under consideration. 
When the brothers again pleaded yesterday 
he capitulated, and arranged for the release 
of the defendant under the terms stated. 

‘* You understand,” said the court to the de- 
fendant, ‘‘ that this case is still againet you, 
and you are given your Mberty under the ex- 
press understanding that you will take care 
of this young man. It wih be a life obliga- 
tion. and if you ever fail you can be brought 
back to this court and sentenced under your 
plea of guilty.” 


Before Wife or Children. 

‘“ Let us anticipate all contingencies, your 
honor,” said Assistant State's Attorney 
Frank Crowe. “ This defendant may marry, 
and may then feel that his first duty is to his 
wife and family.” 

“He must not so understand,” declared 
Judge Brown. “ His obligations are first to 
this brother. All other ties must be held 


secondary.” 
“J accept the conditions gladly,” said the 


defendant. 

A bond was prepared and the court allowed 
the mother and the blind brother ¢o sign it 
with the defendant, each assuming the ob- 
ligation of notifying the court in case the 
defendant ever neglected the support of 
Charles. 

The brothers were formerly icemen of Blue 
Island. One Sunday afternoon William be- 
came delirious from drink, and when Charles 
tried to get him home he drew a razor and

Sheriff Besieged in Jail. 

Sheriff Whitlock, who with deputies and 
police is barricaded in the jail trying to save 
his prigoner from the mob that already has 
secured one victim, is likely to meet rough 
treatment if the lynchers can capture him. 
This is the resuit of his order to fire at the 
mob when it stormed the jail, and in which 
a score of citizens were injured, two fatally. 

The sheriff has made an appeal for troops 
to aid in combating the rioters, but it is im- 
probable that he can secure their services 
before noon today unless he is given author- 
ity to call out the local company, composed 
of colored men. a 

Fear Effect of Colored Troops, 

The calling out of the colored soldiers, 
it is feared, would add to the fury of the 
mob. Many of the militia men already 
have assembled at the armory and will 
be in readiness if the order comes permit- 
ting them to aid the local authorities. 
Since early last evening riot has had 
full sway and al! efforts of the police and 
ecunty authorities to restore order have 
proved futile. Now the only hope is that 
state soldiers can reach here before 
further deadly work is done. 

Mob Forms in City’s Outskirts. 
About dusk last evening the trouble be- 
gan. A crowd of 600 men formed on the 
outskirts of the city, with the avowed inten- 
tion of lynching James Wilson, a negro, the | 
alleged assaulter of a white woman, ‘The : 
negrg had been in the county jail since his 
arrest for the attack on Mrs. Thomas Bur- 
gess, the wife of a farmer at Alvan,.north 
of this city. | 
When news of the mob’s Intent got out, 
the negroes of the city assembled in an at- 
tempt to prevent it carrying out its pur- 
pose. 

Negro Shoots Man in Crowd. 

Threats failed to stay the avengers, and 
a negro, J. D. Mayfield, who came here 
recently from Evansville, Ind., got inte an 
altercation with the rioters. Blows fol- 
lowed words and then Mayfield pulled a 
gun and fired. The bullet found a target in 
Henry Gatterman, a young butcher, who 
recently came here from Fortress Monroe, 
and he fel! mortally wounded, expiring in a 
few minutes. 
This diverted the attention of the mob 
and a rush was made for the black. Three 
other negroes who tried to protect him 
were beaten severely. 

Police Try to Save Prisoner. 

At this time the police appeared, and by 
a plucky dash secured the negro and 
rushed him to the city station. The moéb 
followed, and when it was found the 
building was barricaded demands were : 
made that the black man be surrendered. | 
The officers refused, and the mob went | 
after weapons of attack. After securing 
battering rams it took the mob about half 
an hour to wreck the city prison. They .

The rioters have sent to a nearby mining. 
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knocked down, jumped upon, and stamped 
almost to death. 

The mob then dragged the dying man 
from the building, and, placing a rope about 
his neck, dragged him one square south to 
Main street and then five squares east to the 
saloon in front of which he had killed Gat- 
terman. His body was strung up to a tele- 
graph pole and riddled with bullets. 

Cries of “ Burn him, burn him,” were then 
heard, and the mob leaders cut down the 
body and commenced dragging it south on 
the Wabash railroad tracks. 


Decide to Burn the Body. 

“Tet's take him to the jail and make a 
bonfire of him while we get the other nig- 
ger,”’ some one shouted, and the suggestion 
was acted upon. 

‘When the crowd dragging the body ar- 
rived in front of the jail it found another 
erowd clamoring for.another victim. The 
two bands of men: joined forces and pro- 
ceeded with their orgy. The body of the 
negro was placed in the center of the con- 
Yerging streets, where dozens of frenzied 
men and boys kicked and jumped upon it. 
Seme one then threw an armful of hay 
upon the body and touched a match to it, 
after which the mob backed away and 


watched the grewsome spectacle. 


While the flames were leaping up around 
the body a volley of revolver and gun shots 
was fired into the dead negro. Bricks and 
stones were hurled upon the funeral pyre | 
and knives were used to hack the body. 
The feet and hands were cut off by members 
of the mob. 

-Demand the Second Negro. . 

Soon growing tired of this the mob turned 
its attention to the county jail, and vocifer- 
ous demands were made upon Sheriff Whit- 
leck that he should surrender Riskemp. A 
dozen or more deputies and policemen had 
hurriedly been gathered together and placed 
in the jail, all heavily armed, As the 
clamor for the second negro grew louder 
and more insistent Sheriff Whitlock stepped 
out upon the veranda of his residence, which 
is in the west side of the jail, and, calling for 
silence, said: 3 

“You are doing wrong. You will regret 
what you have already done tomorrow, and 
you should go home and allow the law to 
take its course. This negro has not been 
identified as the man who assaulted Mrs. | 
Burgess. You cannot afford to kill an inno- 
cent man.,”’ 

Appeals Met with Hoots. 

This and similar appeals were made by 
the sheriff and other citizens from the jail 
veranda mmd steps, but the crowd only 
hooted in derision and demanded that the 
prisoner be produced. 

Then several members of the mob ap- 


‘ peared with a railroad iron and a charge 


- Was made upon the door leading into the 


jail portion, behind which were gathered 
the officers. Three or four times was thi 
improvised battering ram thrown against 


the steel door, when the peep hole was 
- @pened and the barrel of a gun was thrust 


through. 

The sheriff then appeared at a window 
end ordered the rioters to disperse, giving 
them a final warning that if they did not 
cease their attack on the jail he would 
open fire. 

Defy the Sheriff’s Guns. 

“Fire away and be d— to you,” howled 
the mob, and the attempts to force an en- 
trance were redoubled. 

Sheriff Whitlock then fired one shot in 
the air, but instead of intimidating the 
mob it only made it more furious. 

The sheriff, believing the door would 
not longer withstand the attack, then 
gave the order to fire into the mob. 


‘ Officers Shoot at Ringleaders. 


The officers apparently took aim at the 
ringleaders, who were manipulating the 


battering ram, for all the wounded were in ‘ 


the little knot of men who were most active 
in trying to force an entrauce into the build- 
ing. 

After the first volley several shots were 
fired from the jail, and the mob began to 
scatter, leaving four or five wounded on 
the ground. Others limped away, showing 
that some of the buckshot. and bullets had 
taken effect. Ambulances were called and 
took the wounded to the hospitals. 

Of those wounded in the volley from the 
jail two—Adam Merry and H. Hines—are 
believed certain to die. One bullet pierced 
Merry’s forehead and Hines was shotin the 
shoulder and neck. 

The mob moved some distance from the 
jail and began to lay plans for completing 
its work later in the night. A woman 
mounted a large store box in the middle of 
the public square and shouted: “ Kill the 
sheriff. He has shot more than one white 
Man on account of a negro.” 

Dynamite to Blow Up Jail. 

Half.an hour after its repulse the mob 
sent & message to a mining camp at West- 
field to bring over dynamite to blow up 
the jail, and the mob leaders were notified 
that two miners had started for the ex- 
plosive. While waiting for the miners the 
mob marched up and down in front of the 
jail, stoning it and firing shots at random. 

About a half hour after the message for 
the dynamite was sent a telephone message 
came from Himrod, a little ,town half 
way between Westville and Danville, say- 
ing that one of the miners, a Hungarian, 
had been stopped there by citizens who had 
hurriedly set out from Danville to intercept 
him. ~They took from him a large quantity 
of dytianiite which he was carrying. 

“Crowd Surrounds Building. 

The crowd is still around the jail, but the 
sheriff has it intimidated. The mob is 
talking about placing a guard around the 
jail to.see that the prisoner is not slipped 


out- and leaving the work till tomorrow | 


night, when help is expected from the 


fatmers in the vicinity where Mrs. Burgess 


lives. 
Sheriff Whitlock immediately appealed 
to the state for help. Telegrams were seut

Nearly 
all- the deputies were struck by stones dur- 
ing the evening, but none is seriously hurt. 
Sheriff Whitlock says he believes he can 
hold the fort if the better element of the 


appeals for aid to special points in the city, 
and citizens are slipping into the jail every 
few minutes to take the places of those ofti- 
cers who are worn out. 

The efforts of the sheriff are being gen- 
erally commended by the better citizens. 

Preparations are being made to remove 
the charred body of the negro, which still 
lies on the pavement in‘front of the jail.

FINED FOR SELLING NEGRO:_ 
SECRET SERVICE SCORED. 


White Man Found Guilty of PFeonage— 
Judge Denounces Federal Authorities 
for Giving Out Facts Before Trials. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 25.—[Spectal.]— 
Robert N. Franklin, a white citizen of Coosa 
coumty. who has been serving as a precinct 
constable, was today declared guilty of peon- 
age under an indictment of the federal court. 
Franklin was given the minimum fine of 
$1,000. 

Judge Jones, in passing sentence on Frank- 
lin, took occasion to score the secret service 
bureau at Washington for giving out for pub- 
lication matter concerning the peonage cases 
before the court had triedthem. He saidhe 
information thus furnished should not have 
been uged asthe basis for an assault upon the 
whole people. He said he had called the at- 
tention of President Roosevelt to the matter. 

“TI feel at liberty to state that I wrote 
asking hfs ald, which was given, to prevent 
public opinion being influenced wrongly 
abroad about these matters, and asking him 
especially to prevent the secret service bu- 
reau at Washington from giving out further 
information to the press. 

“I had a letter from him in answer to my 
ietter on this subject, dated June 22, before 
any of the bitterness arose which since has 
been worked up, in which he concurred in the 
views I had expressed, and speaking of the 


wrote: ‘I shall at once communicate with 
the Secret service people as you suggest. Of 
course ittwas an outrage for them to give out 
the information.’

LEO IS ENTOMBED 
IN TRIPLE COFFIN 


Last Solemn Rites of Laying 
Pontiff in Vault Performed 
in St. Peter’s Cathedral. 


WORLD SEES HIM NO MORE 


Cardinals Take Part in Service 
Which Concludes Day of Im- 
pressive Ceremonies. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ROME, July 25.—With™obsequies conse- 
crated by the usage of centuries, Leo XIII. 
was immured tonight In a niche in St. Peter's 
which has been the temporary resting place 
ot many popes. This unique pageantry of 
death was both medéieval and modern, and, 
on this occasiog, was not kept entirely 
medieval, according to the traditions of the 


Was entombed at midnight in the vast, empty 
cathedral, amid a gloom which was broken 
only by the torches borne by the mourning 
prelates. Tonight 4,000 spectators. pressed 
around the bearers of Leo's bier, and great 
clusters of electric lights blazed over the 
scene. A few only could enter the choir 
— where the principal ceremonies were 
eld. 


Public Lacks Due Reverence. 


The solemnity was marred by the thousands 
who remained in the nave awaiting the en- 
tombment exchanging the gossip of Rome, 
and the noise of their voices drowned the 
majestic requiem that was sung by 8t. Pe- 
ter’s matchless choir. Yet it was a memora- 
ble spectacle, belonging to another age, 
whose impressiveness could not be destroyed 
even by modern irreverence. 

Cardinal Rampolla, as archpriest of the 
basilica, was waiting outside the gates, in 
violet robes, surrounded by the chapter of 
the cathedral, which was led by Mgr. Cepe- 
telli, who conducted the service. Drs. Lap- 
poni and Mazzoni directed the work of the 
removal of the bier, which was executed 
by eight sediari, or pope's carriers, attired 
in their brilliant red robe costume. At first 
they tried to raise the bier, but finding it too 
heavy they slowly slMitonto alow car with 
noiseless wheels. 

| Go to Chapel for Body, 

Then to the strains of the <“* Miserere,” 
which wailed through the lofty church, and 
preceded by a glittering cross held aloft, the 
procession, carrying candles and _ torches, 
slowly, left the chapel and went up the 
church, passing the bronze statue and beyond 
the shrine of St. Peter. Those gathered fell 
to their knees. 

St. Peter's is peculfarly fitted to be the 
background ofsuchascene. The cold white- 
ness of its vast pillars showed up the bright 
uniforms of the guards, the violet robes of 
the clergy, and the bier, while the flickering 
light of the candles made the funeral pro- 
cession the only visible object, and rendered 
the obscurity beyond and behind it more no- 
ticeable. 

. Body Carried to Choir. 

After slow progress around the church,the 
sad cortége arrived at the chapel choir, the 
bier being so carried that the dead pope en- 
tered head first, according to the ceremonial, 
the chapel from semi-obscurity flashing into 
the brilllancy of the suddenly turned on 
electric lights. Here all those who had re- 
ceived invitations were stopped, remaining 
in the main part of the basilica behind a 
double line of the Swiss guards in their pe- 
culiar yellow, red, and black uniforms, and 
armed with halberds and serpentine swords. 
Within the chapel was Count Camillo Pecci, a 
nephew of the late pope, wearing the red uni- 
form of a general of the Castle guard, 

In the chapel the music changed to notes 
of joy and triumph, and “In Paradisum”’ 
rang out with telling effect. From the out- 
side the five bells of St. Peter’s rang their 
accustomed salute to the coming night, 
mingling harmoniously with the music of the 
choir. 

Striking Scene in Chapel. 

The scene in the chapel was most remark- 
ably effective. The bier bearing the body 
was received by Cardinal Oreglia. It was 
placed in the center, backed by an altar 
with a beautiful image of the Madonna, be- 
fore which were burning four immense can- 
dies in silver staffs. Around the two sides 
of the chapel, in the choir seats, were thirty- 
six cardinals, all wearing violet robes, ex- 
cept Cardinals Gotti and Pierotti, who wore 
the white mantles of their orders; Cardinal 
Martinelli, as an Augustinian, and Cardinal 
Vives y Tuto, in Franciscan brown. 

In the middle of the right side of the chapel, 
among the cardinals, saé Prince Mercantonio 
Colonna, assistant to the pontifical throne, 
with an empty seat next to him, owing to 
the fact that Prince Orsini, who held the 
same position, had resigned. \ 

The body was sprinkled with holy water, 
absolution was given, and the foot of 
Leo XIII. was: kissed for the last time by 
Major Domo Cagiano, master of the cham- 
ber Bisleti, and Count Camillo Pecci. ‘The 
Major Domo then covered the venerable 
features and hands with a white silk veil 
bordered with gold. Over this the prefect 
of ceremonies spread a large red silk veui, 
which covered the\whole person. | 


Brazier for Sealing Lighted. 

Fire was lighted in a brazier and blown by 
a bellows, the sparks rising almost to the 
ceiling, while Mgr. Bartolini read for twenty 
minutes\ the Orato Brevis, eulogizing the 
dead pomtiff, and Notary Poponi, 84 years old, 
read out \the burial record, a service which 
he performed on the occasion of the deaths 
pf Pope Gregory XVI. and Pope Pius IX. 

The monsignores of the Basilica, aided by 
thé noble guar@, then laid all that was mortal 
of Leo XIII. in a cypress coffin, lined: with 


cross, the entire sacred college and Prince 
Colonna rising to their feet as a last tribute 
and sign of respect. 


Body in First Coffin. 

When the body had been carefully put in 
the coffin it was entirely concealed with the 
red velvet covering which’ before had been 
on the bier. The major domo put beside the 
body two silk purses containing coins of si]- 
ver and a bronze medal struck during Leo’s 
A eulogy, written in magnificent 
latin and setting forth the great events of 
Pope Leo’s life and reign, inclosed in a metai 
tube, was also interred with the body. 

When all had been arranged the supreme 
prayer was said and the last benediction 
given, all present joining in. Haitf sup- 
pressed sobs were heard on all sides. 


_ Second, Coffin Is Heavy. 


The second coffin was of lead and extremely 
heavy. On the cover at the head was a 
.cross, just below which was'a skull and 
crossed bones, while below these were the 
arms of the late pope, with the triple crown, 
but without the keys, as they signify living 
victory. At the bottom was a plate bearing 
the name, age, tim@of pontificate, and dete 
of death of Pope Leo. 

This coffin was sealed personally with the 
arms of the cameriengo. The major domo 
of the chapter of the basilica lighted a bra- 
sier, which was used in soldering the coffin, 
producing sounds and sights strange to hear 
and see ina church. These two coffins when 
closed were place” in a third casket of poi- 
ished walnut without decorations. 

The sad duties were softened and smoothed 
by the sweetness of the singing of the choir 
and the prayers of the clergy. 


Three Coffins Rolled to Niche. 

When the last moment came the heavy 
coffins, weighing in all 1,322 pounds, were 
rolled out of the chapel, preceded by mace 
bearers and choirs, singing as they went, 
and followed by all the cardinals, among 
whom the bowed figure of Oregiia, the 
strong, upright Vannutelll brothers, the 
white haired Agliardi, and the immense, 
black browed Swampa were the most con- 
spicuous. 

‘The entombing took piace in a niche fifteen 
feet high over the door, just to the left of 
the enérance of the chapel where the fére-

Lying in State Ends at Noon. 


The lying in state of Pope Leo ended at 
noon today and then the crowd around the 
bier was compelled to leave St. Peter's. 
After the crowd followed the Italian troops 
that have for the last three days guarded the 
cathedral, from which they were heretofore 
excluded. Cardinal Goosens, whp had just 
arrived from Mechlin, was one of the last to 
look upon the face of the dead pontiff. 

The preparations for this evening's serv- 
ices were immediately commenced. 

While the bells of the Dasilica rang out 
their daily melodious noon chorus the troops 
formed in cohiumn and were marched to the 
barracks. Their historic incursion into vat- 
ican territory ended without the slightest 
triction. 

Vast Crowd Has Passed Bier. 

It is estimated that 80,000 people passed 
the catafalque since Thursday morning. 

The last funeral mass in St. Peter's was 
celebrated this morning in the chape! of the 
choir by Mgr. Panicy, canon of the vatican 
basilica. At the same time funeral masses 
were celebrated in most of the churches of 
Rome. 

The most imposing ceremony today was the 
reception by the sacred college in the hall of 
the consistory of the whole diplomatic body 
accredited to the vatican. All the diplomats 
wore gorgeous uniforms and the cardinals 
had on their magnificent violet robes and 
were seated in huge armchairs, according to 
right of precedence. The Portuguese ambas- 
sador, M. Martins d’Antas, dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, was at the head of the body. 
He advanced and delivered an address in 
French, expressing the sorrow of all the 
powers at the death of Pope Leo, who had 
acquired the universal esteem of the world. 

Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the college of 
cardinals, rose and answered in Italian. 


Address of Diplomatic Corps. 

The addréss of Senhor d’Antas was as fol- 
lows: 

“The diplomatic body accredited to the 
holy see wishes to present to the sacred 
college its profound condolence on the occa- 
sion of the sorrowful and irreparable loss 
it has sustained and which puts al! Chris- 
tianity in mourning. The virtue and high 
wisdom of the sovereign pontiff Leo XITI. 
will leave a luminous track in the hiStory of 
the world. |The diplomatic body begs your 
eminences to accept its condolences, while 
it expresses the hope that God in his divine 
wisdom and great bounty will inspire the 
sacred college in choosing a sovereign pontiff 
destined to maintain the prestige of the 
church.” 
Cerdinal Oreglia’s Reply. 

Cardinal Oreglia, in reply, said: 

“Your excellency, as dean of the diplomat- 

ic body accredited to the holy see, has nobly 
interpreted the feeling of all your colleagues 
in the’ sorrowful circumstances of the death 
of the venerated pontiff, his holiness Leo 
XIII., of glorious memory. The whole world 
weeps with us at such an irreparable loss. 
The sacred college, feéling in a special man- 
ner this terrible circumstancé which has 
struck the apostolic holy see and the Cath- 
olic world, highly esteems.the condolences 
received from the sovereigns and rulers of 
states and this new proof of sympathy which 
the diplomatic corps has offered today to us 
is profoundly appreciated.

Fierce Attacks on Cardinals. 

The struggle between the cardinals who 
are partisans of various candidates for the 
papal see is becoming more and more des- 
perate every day. In the last day or two 
violent attacks have been made on Cardinal 
Vincenzo Vannutelli, because he had written 
a letter to each of the foreign cardinals in 
which he recommended the election of his 
brother, Cardinal Serifino Vannutelll. 

But things have gone even further, for a 
number of monsignores have been sent to 
meet various cardinals before they reach 
Rome to try to persuade them to vote for 
one or the other of the candidates, and a 
number of cardinals have been promised 
some important post at the vatican to ob- 
tain tneir vote. 

Anonymous Pamphlets Are Out. 

An anonymous pamphlet has been pub- 
lished containing accusations against Car- 
dinal Rampella and has been forwarded to 
all the cardinals. 

Another pamphlet also anonymous gives 
the pretended history of the illicit fashion 
in which Cardinal Serifino Vannutelli has 
accumulated a fortune, but the list of all 
the weapons employed for or against the 
various “ papadili’’ would be an endless 
one Of course, it is not the “ papadili’’ 
themselves who are the authors or inspirers 
of these pamphlets. They are the work of 
their too zealous friends. ‘ 


Ring Is Not Yet Found. 


When the time came to take the fisherman's 
ring from Pope Leo’s finger, it has just de- 
veloped, another was foundinits place. This 
did not surprise any one, as generally the 
pontiff does not wear it, the ring being less of 
an ornament than an unused seal. 

The fisherman's ring is known to have been 
lost twice before. Among the state papers 
preserved at Simancas, near Valladolid, 
Spain, is a letter from Count Olivares, then 
Spanish ambassador at Rome, to Philip I1., 
dated Sept. 5, 1588, telling the anxiety of 
Sixtus V. over its loss. 

In September, 1899, the late Pope’Leo was 
one day insistently asked for an audience 
by an underservant, and, yielding to curios- 
ity, he granted it, whereupon the man en- 
tered and, kneeling, said: 

“ Your holiness, I have to restore to you 
what would have been a loss not only to you 
but to the world.” 


Three Dollars Reward to Finder. 


After these words the man proffered the 
pope the fisherman's ring, which had been 
found. Pope Leo looked at it in surprise, 
and then solemnly putting it en his finger, 
said: 

‘* The thanks of the church are due to you, 
my son. I shall see that you are rewarded.”’ 

The next day the man called at the treas- 
ury and was given $3. 

The ring has never been seen since, as Pope 
Leo privately hid it or locked it away se 
great was his fear of losing it again. So far 
it has not been Wiscovered, but the vatican 
authorities are sure that the ring will be 
found. 

On two other oceasions the ring was taken 
from the papacy by force. In 1797 the French 
republicans, invading the papal estates, de- 
spoiled Pius VI. of all his valuables, and 
among them of the fisherman’s ring. It was 
returned the next day, as it had no intrinsic 
value. 

When Pius VII. was kidnaped in the middle 
of the night and was made to give up this 
ring he gave it only after breaking it in two 
pieces, which were kept in Paris until re- 
turned to Rome by Louis XVIII. 


Mass for Pope in Berlin. 


BERLIN, July 25.—A requiem mass for the 
repose of the soul of Pope Leo was celebrated 
in the Roman Catholic church of St. Henwig 
this morning. Emperor William was repre- 
sented by the hereditary prince of Hohen- 
zollern and the empress by her chief court 
chamberlain. Chancellor von Biilow was 
represented by the chancellor of the privy 
council, and all the imperial and Prussian 
ministers in Berlin, the diplomatic corps, and 
representatives of the municipalities were 
present.

Thus, if any deduction can be drawn from 
the election, it is that the autumn cain- 
paign following the rising of parliament in 
August is to settle whether the country sup- 
ports the colonial secretary or not. Officially 
the assurance is given that the government 
absolutely does not contemplate an early 
general election, but there is a general belief 
that it will come in March, by which time 
Chamberlain will have put forward _ his 
scheme, and the.leaders will have declared 
themselves on one side or the other. 


May Force Appeal to Country. 

There is yet a third opinion, which ie-sup- 
ported by many, that when tue cabinet meets 
in November at the usual meeting pre- 
liminary to a session, it will be found that 
its members are too widely divided to main- 
tain sufficient homogeneity to carry on the 
government and that an appeal to the coun- 
try will follow. It is certain every effort 
to avoid this will be made and party dis- 
cipline will be exerted to the utmost to avoid 
general disorganization at the end of the 
year. Speculation as to the result of the 
general election wherever it.comes is still 
only speculation. 

Bearing in mind Chamberlain's dictum on 
his return from south Africa that the day of 
the united kingdom is ended and that of the 
British empire is about to-dawn, there are 
those who are convinced that Chamberlain 
will effect a diagonal cleavage-of the exist- 
ing parties and come in as the first prime 
minister of a party whose main policy will be 
a scheme of imperial federation. 

Balfour Still Noncommittal, 

Mr. Balfour still refuses to acknowledge 
there is any new question before the public, 
and merely admits an inquiry is being made 
in fiscal matters. The government's atti- 
tude must indeed, with the present diverg- 
ence of opinion in the cabinet, be strictly 
noncommittal, for a declaration by one cabi- 
net minister would assuredly be followed by 
a disclaimer by another. 

The position may be seen from the corre- 
spondence between a unionist member and 
Acland Hood, the government whip. The 
former was attacked in the press as being in 
opposition to the government for saying that, 
while he was not opposed to an inquiry into 
fiscal matters, he was strongly opposed to 
the taxation of foddstuffs, and wrote the 
whip asking whether. that line was incon- 
sistent with party allegiance. The reply 
was; ‘** Nothing in your speech is inconsist- 
ent with party allegiance. The government 
is engaged in an inquiry, and to such you 
are not opposed. The fact that you are op- 
posed to taxation of food does not carry 
with it any imputation of hostility to the 
government.” In the meanwhile indignant 
free trade unionist commoners are compiain- 
ing that election agents are receiving from 
Birmingham pamphlets and leaflets advo- 
cating Chamberlain’s proposals for distribu- 
tion to their constituents. Though the gov- 
ernment has not yet declared those pro- 
posals as part of its policy, “this touches 
upon the question now being discussed as to 
which side will collar the unionist machine 
with its funds and its excellent organization.

BOYDBAD; MAY BE MURDER 


FATAL REVOLVER WOUNDSTARTS 
INQUIRY BY POLICE. 


Report That John Czurowski, 8 Years 
Old, Accidentally Shot Himself Is 
Discredited, as Bullet Entered Head 
Behind Left Ear— Uncle Who Had 
Adopted the Lad Makes Statements 


Father Thinks There Wasa Crime. 


The victim of a bullet wound three days 
after he had been adopted by an uncle, the 
death of John Czurowski, 8 years old, has 
presented a new mystery to the South Chi- 
cago police. The boy had been adopted by 
Antonio Korkonis, 8757 Commercial ave- 
nue, because his parents were too poor to 
keep, him. 

At first it was tholight that the boy, 
while playing with his uncle's revolver, had 
accidentally shot himself. Then the post- 
tion of the wound, which seemed to make 
that theory impossible, and discrepancies 
in the statement of Korkonis, turned the 
inquiry into a new channel. 

Refuses to Pay Burial] Expense. 


The boy died at the South Chicago hospital 
Friday night, seven hours after he was shot 


while in the redr of the saloon. The body 
is at the undertaking rooms of W. Walko- 
wiak, 3749 Commercial avenue, and because 
the uncle refuses to pay the expenses of in- 
terment the boy’s father, John Czurowskl, 
8901 Houston avenue, declares he will insti- 
tute legal proceedings. He does not believe 
the boy fired the shot while playing with a 
revolver, as was told the police by Korkonis 
and his wife. 

The bullet took effect under the left ear, 
and when Dr. Simitrius Stanaff, 8753 Com- 
mercial avenue, arrived he found the boy 
endeavoring to rise to his feet $n a room 
opening off a bedroom. He ordered the child 
taken to the hospital, where he died.

APPEAL FOR BIG FUND. 


Assessment on All Unions Pro- 
posed to Meet Expense of 
Injunction Suits. 


“The Chicago Federation of Labor will de- 
cide today whether it is to take up the fight 
of the unions involved in the Kellogg Switch- 
board and Supply company strike. Should 
the central labor body adopt the course 
mapped out for it by the affected unions or- 
ganized labor in the city would be unitedina

A statement of the strikers’ case, prepared 
Friday night, will be presented at the reg- 
ular meeting of the federation, accomparfad 
by resolutions whose passage would commit 
the federation to support the unlons whose 
members waiked out. 

3 This is the construction placed on the res- 
olutions, which ask that an assessment be 
levied on union men and women to provide 
a fund to deferid in court the pickets, and 
strikers being prosecuted for alleged dis- 
orders in connection with the Kellogg strike. 

Opinions varied yesterday as to what would 
be the outcome of the effort to raise a jarge 
sum of money to fight the strikers’ cases and 
to bring all unions to their support. If the 
resolution should be adopted the strikers 
might find themselves as far as ever from the 
cash they are asking. A universal assess- 
ment on trade union members might not 
prove popular. - As'for voluntary contribu- 
tions, comparatively little could be realized 
in this way, and the total would be trifling 
compared with the $100,000 the strikers wish 
to see raised. 

The situation in the teamsters’ union is 
such as to indicate that mo considerable as- 
sistance would come from it. The body was 
recently asked to withdraw from the con- 
troversy by the striking unions.

Wall Street Fears Added Dis- 
asters—Many. Firms in © 
‘Critical Condition. 


HYLOR LOSS GROWING. 


Liabilities Placed at $9,000,000; 
Keene Said to Be Out $3,000,-. - 
000—Banks Give Aid. 


New York, July 25.—[Special.]—Wall street 
experienced two hours of continued liquida- 
tion today that was almost as violent as any 
that preceded it. The market was feverish 
and unsettled during the day and appre- 
hensive at the close as to what the recKoning 
would be on Monday. 

Prices of the ‘‘ Keene” stocks and the 

numerous pooled and cliqued specialties 
broke violently, clearly indicating that others 
do not take the same calm view of the situa- 
tion as the great manipulator, who was “‘an- 
noyed but not embarrassed.”’ 
_It being Saturday, no further failures were 
announced, but the street is filled with dis- 
quieting rumors concerning certain minor 
firms which are believed to have foundation — 
in fact. Beyond the formal filing of assign- 
ment papers there were no-developments in 
the affairs of the failed firms of Talbot J. 
Taylor & Co, and William L. Stow & Co. 
Much stock in their accounts and in others 
were sold out by foreign banking houses. 


Several Houses Tided Over. 


The liquidation elsewhere is regarded as 
indicating the efforts of some houses to save 
themselves. .It is reported on the best of 
authority that some worthy houses have 
been tided over and pools formed to protect 
holdings in the property in which Keene and 
the failed firms are heavily interested. 

Philip J. Britt, a Tammany lawyer, is the 
assignee of Taylor & Co. The assignee will 
make preferences in favor of all employés 
whose salaries are unpaid. A statement of 
the condition of the defunct firm, which Britt 
thought he would be able to make today, waa 

pot forthcoming. Britt said: 

“TIT have talked with the chief creditors of 
the firm, which, except Mr. Keene, are banks, 
and I have been gratified at their friendly 
attitude. With one exception aH agreed to 
hold the collateral of the firm for a reason- 
able time in order that the market may have 
a chance to recover, and that the collateral 
may be disposed of at prices Which may leave 

a baldnce to the firm's credit.”’ 


Trust Company Refuses Aid. 

It was learned that the institution which 
would not or did not enter into negotiations 
with the assignee of the defunct firm was 
the Wall Street Trust company, which has 
lately been absorbed. It is one of the oldest 
trust companies in the financial district. 

A close personal friend of “ Uncle’’ Rus- 
Bell Sage made the following statement: 

“ Aside from James R. Keene, Mr. Sage is 
the largest creditor of Talbot J. Taylor & 
Co. He is quite satisfied with the collateral 
which he holds for the money he advanced. 
l may say that Sage’s record is that he 
never has lost a cent on any collateral which 
he has taken for loans. Furthermore, it 
has always been his practice when a client 
of his became hard pressed to do everything 
he could to improve the position of that cli- 
ent. He will follow that custom in the case 
of Talbot J. Taylor & Co.

‘That one 
exception (and he named the trust com- 
pany) dumped ail the Tayor & Co. collateral 
which it had on the market this morning 
for, the purpose, I believe, of buying it back 
at panic prices. The securities which this 
company threw overboard shortly after the 
exchange opened were Rubber Woods com- 
mon and preterred, Baltimore and Ohio 
preferred, and North American. I under- 
stand that praciically all the sales of these 
four stocks recorded on the exchange this 
morning were for the account of this trust 
company.” 

lf the trust company was the

& Co. were not far from $058,000. Keene 
admits he is a creditor of the firm tothe tune 
of $1,500,000.

Cincinnati, O., July 25.—[{Special.]—Judg- 
ing from the recent developments in the suit 
brought by Talbot J. Taylor & Co. against 
the Harriman interests in the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad, it is believed here that the fail- 
ure of the Taylor firm yesterday was forced 
by the interests they are opposing to pre- 
vent the filing of a petition for a receiver for 
the railroad company. : 

A brief was filed here last Monday in the 
Tinited States Circuit Court of Appeals by 
Senator Foraker of Cincinnati, Edward Lau- 
terbach of New York, and Augustus E. Wil- 
son of Louisville, as attorneys for Talbot J. 
Taylor, which is taken as a declaration of 
war on the Harriman interests. " 


Hint of Receivership Suit. 

It not only asked for a reversal of the 
recent decision of Judge Lurton in refusing 
to restrain the voting of stock held by the 
Union Pacific company at the next election 
of the Southern Pacific company, but also 
charged such diverting of funds from the 
Southern Pacific to the Central and Union 
Pacific as to justify judicial action. Many 
authorities were cited to show that where 
a majority of the stock is used for the 
benefit of individuals rather than of the 
company that receiverships are justified. 

It ts stated that the controlling interests 
of the Southern Pacific anticipated that 
Talbot J. Taylor & Co. might in their next 
movement make an application for a receiver 
and that war was then made orn them so that 
they could not continue to hold the stock 
that has heretofore been credited to the pool.

SBR NO HARM 70 COUNTRY 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS SAY IT 
IS SAFE FROM PANIC. 


Secretary Wilson and Controller 
Ridgely Point to Increase in Mate- 
rial Possessions as Proof That Gen- 
eral Business Will Not Be Touched 
by Wall Street Disasters—Trade Is 
Still Basy, and Speculation, They 
Declare, Does Not Affect It. 


Speaking of the effect the slump in Wall 
street has had on the general wealth and 
prosperity of the ‘country, Secretary Wilson 
and Controller Ridgely agreed that the coun- 
try is richer in wealth. 

‘IT doubt if it has had any effect on the 
real wealth,”’ said Mr. Ridgely. “It has 
doubtless greatly affected the distribution 
of wealth, but it has not changed the aggre- 
gate amount. The real boom has added to 
the wealth of the coumtry. In 1898 the total 
coin and other money in the United States 
was $1,739,000,000. July 1, 1908, the money in 
the country had increased to $2,688,000 000. 
In 1892 the cash on hand In banks was $586,- 
000,000. In 1902 it had reached the enormous 
sum of &839,000,000, an increase in ten years 
of $2353,000,000. In 1800 the value of farm 
products and land imptovements and build- 
ings was $13.279. 000.000. and In 1900 it had 
increased to $16,674,000,000, an increase of 
$3,395,000,000. The valve of implements and 
machinery owned by the farmer in 1890 was 
$494,000,000;_ in 1900 it was $761 000,000, an in- 
crease of $007 000,000, The value of live stock 
in 1899 was $2,300,000,000, while in 1900 it was 
$3,078,000,000, an increase of $769.000,000. 


Increase in Farm Products Great. 


‘‘ But: the most astonishing figures have to 
do with the value of farm products. In 1890 
these were worth $2,460,000,000. The produc- 
tion in the year 1900 was $4,739,000,000, an 
increase of $2,279,000,000. The value of man- 
ufactured articles In the year have increased 
$1,050,000,000 and the annual wages have 
increased $232,000,000. All this means real 
wealth. 

‘It is the strength of these fundamental 
conditions which has prevented the disturb- 
ances in the stock market from checking 
general bu®iness. This is the best possible 
bulwark against commercial and industrial 
depression, the best guarantee of our powers 
of recuperation.’’ 

Secretary Wilson said: ‘ You ask if the 
great boom has left the country richer in real 
wealth. Your question implies that the 
period of prosperity has left the country. 

Industries are all pros- 
pering. Our manufactories are unable to: 
supply the demands made on them. The 
farmers are busy everywhere and are getting 
fair prices for their products. The laborers 
are all employed and no one fs Idle who wants 
work. Also money is plentiful. 


Country Will Not Go Back. 


There is another element in Wall street 
which deals in stocks. It has been putting 
a fictitious value on securities for the purpose 
of selling them to the innocent. Now a 
movement is going on and whether the water 
is merély being squeezed out or the big fish 
are eating the little ones I don't know. So 
we have two movements—one is in the sub- 
stantial industrial line, the other is specula- 
tion. The industrial world is all right, but 
the speculators are in trouble. Whether the 
troubles of the speculators will hurt the 
industrial prosperity is a question on which 

I am not advised. The country will con- 
tinue to enjoy prosperity, as the whole sys- 
tem rests upon agriculture. I cannot conceive 
the country going backward as long agit has 
such bounteous crops to fall back on.”’

POSTAL SCANDAL.—Summoning of Fourth As- 

_-gistant Postmaster General Bristow to Oyster 

Bay taken to indicate president's impatience 

over delays in investigation. Sensational de- 
velopments expected. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
William A. Miller, assistant toreman in the 


government printing office, who was dis-. 


missed because he was expelled from the 
bookbinders’ union, resumed his duties this 
morning. There was no strike and the mem- 
bers of the arbitration board notified Secre- 


. tary Cortelyou and Public Printer Palmer 


that there would not be a strike for some 
days, if at all, as the union men will await 
a decision of the matter by the executive 
committee of the international brotherhood. 

The determination to postpone action was 
fiue to the urging of President Gompers, who 
&ivised the bookbinders to acknowledge the 
aupremacy of the laws of the land over those 
éf€ their union and to remain loyal to Presi- 
@éent Roosevelt. Their decision to postpone 
deciding the question as to a strike also is 
due to their desire to give the public printer 
time in which to consider the charges against 
Miller preferred by the bookbinders. 

The officers and men of the union are of 
opinion that when Mr. Palmer investigates 
the charges he will find they are well founded 
and he will be justified in dismissing Miller, 
thus closing the whole matter and eliminat- 


ing all danger ofa strike. . 


Before Miller was dismissed he had charge 
of a branch bindery in the Union building, 
about haif a mile east of the government 
printing office. When he entered the branch 
Bindery to relieve assistant Foreman Frank, 
who has been in charge since his dismissal, 
Miller was given a decidedly chilly reception. 
Every one of the several hundred employés 
in the large room turned to look at Miller 
as he entered, and men and women mani- 
f@ated their disapproval of his return by 
ignoring him and by contemptuous glances. 
Only one person greeted Miller. who upon 
reaching the room presented a letter to Act. 
ing Assistant Foreman Frank directing him 
to turn the office over to Miller. Frank ac- 

ted the letter and merely nodded. Miller 
sfowed no disposition to tdke up his task, 
= in a few minutes told his assistant he 

uld not remain for the day, it being a short 
ohe.. Frank nodded again and Miller with- 
drew. Altogether his reception was dis- 
couraging. 


ut Miller and the president had won a 


victory #o far as the fight has gone. Whether 
they -will be victorious in the end depends on 
the action of the public printer on the 
charges and the course of the executive com- 
mittee of the international brotherhood. To- 
Gay there is a more temperate feeling 
among the men and the number opposed toa 
strike is growing larger. 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow, the leading spirit in the investiga- 
tion of the*wrongdoing in the postoffice de- 
artment,. was summoned to Oyster Bay 
ast evening by President Roosevelt to talk 
over matters connected with the inquiry. 
Mr. Bristow immediately complied with the 
wishes of the president and took luncheon 
today at Sagamore Hill. . 

According to a report about the postoffice 
department today, based, it is said, upon in- 
formation from Oyster Bay, President Roose- 
velt is.not. particularly delighted with the 
manner in which the postal research is drag- 
ging along. It now has been several] weeks 
since the president was made fully acquaint- 
ed with the names of the persons in the postal 
service against whom, it was supposed, 
there was sufficient evidence to warrant 
their dismissal. 

The history of the investigation shows the 
removals already made have been distributed 


' widely and that by doing so the inquiry has 


been prolonged. Not all of those on the 
president's list have been removed, though 
reason for doing so is said to have existed 
for some time. 

The reports from Oyster Bay are to the 
effect that President Roosevelt is growing 
restless over the delay in making a clean 
sweep of all those persons marked for dis- 
missal for cause, and also with the way of 
making dismissals on the installment plan, 
but he believes the investigation should be 
brought to a close as soon as possible, having 
due regard for thoroughness. 

Those in agosition to know say that it was 
to talk this matter over that Mr. Bristow 
was sent for by President Roosevelt and it 
is believed that his return here will be fol- 
lowed by the announcement before long of 
several more dismissals of officials charged 
with deviating from the strait and narrow 
path. 

In discussing democratic presidential can-

There was a decrease in the internal rev- 
enue receipts for the fiscal ending June-80 
Of $41,127,607 caused by the repeal of the 
war revenue tax, 

Commissioner Yerkes in his preliminary 
report shows that the receipts for the year 
were $230,740,382, against $271,867,990 in the 
previous year. While there was a decrease 
in the total receipts there was a phenomenal 
increase, $10,815,450, in taxes paid on spirits. 
The law imposing a tax of 10 cents a pound 
@n colored oleomargarine caused a heavy 
decrease in the production of that article, 
and’ consequently there was a reduction of 
$2,207,708 from this source. The receipts 
from the oleomargarine taxation for the year 
were $786,783, as against $2,944,492 for the 
year previous. 

The principal sources of revenue were 
spirits, $131.953,472, as against $121,138,013 for 
1902, an increase of $10,815,459; tobacco, $48,- 
514,810, as against $51,987,925 for the previous 
year, a decrease of $8,423,114; fermented 
liquors, $47,549,856, as against $71,988,902 for 
1902, a decrease of $24,441,016. 

Tilinois again paid more internal revenue 
into the federal treasury than any other 
state in the union. The figures are $50,562. 455. 
At the Pekin district the receipts were $82, - 
418,033 ; at Springfield, $10,967,282; at Chicago, 
$6,041,445; and at East St. Louis, $540,604. . 

Indiana ranks next to Illinois, the receipts 
for that state being $28,183,610, and New 
York was third, with $26,749,684. The re- 
ceipts in Ohio were $20,979,333, and the states 
in’ the middle west produced revenue as 
follows:

HUNGARY ACCUSED, 


GOVERNMENT CHARGED WITH 
PLOTTING TO EXTEND CONTROL. 


Said to Have Scheme for Retaining Its 
Influence Over All Natives of Coun- 
try Who Have Emigrated to America 
—Letter of Minister of Religious In- 
struction Quoted in Evidence — It 
Shows Missions to Be Established 
Throughout United States, 


Washington, D. C., July 25.— Hungary 
Exposed ”’ is the title of.a sensational pam- 
phiet incorporated in an appeal to the presi- 
dent, the secretary df state, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, and the archbishops and bishops of the 
Dnited States from the Catholic priests hav- 
ing charge of -Hungarian congregations 
throughout this country. 

On the fiy leaf appears this sentence: 
** Secret state document, revealing the plot- 
ting of that government in the United States. 
American, Slavoks, and Ruthenians, ‘ The 
Irish of Hungary ’ to be the victims.”’ 

The *‘secret document’’ proves to be a 
ministerial communication by the Hungarian 
minister of religion and instruction to the 
cardinal prince primate, archbishop of 
Estergon, in reference to the Hungarians 
who have emigrated to the United States. 
It shows the plan of the Hungarian gov- 
ernment to retain its hold upon the Slavoks 
and Ruthenians living in the United States. 
The document, which is signed by M. Kom- 
lossys, an officer of the ministerial bureau, 
declares that the Hungarians are emigrating 
in increasing numbers to the United States, 
and that their patriotic spirit and religious 
faith is rapidly disappearing. 

M. Komlossys then defines the action re- 
solved upon by the Hungarian government. 
This consists in the sending of zealous and 
patriotic Hungarian priests to take charge 
of the American missions, the conclusion 
of a concordat of principles between the 
congregation de propaganda file and the 
Hungarian government toward the appoint- 
ment of an apostolic delegate at Washing- 
ton, and likewise, at the expense of the 
Hungarian government, to keep the Ruth- 
enians and Slavoks in the United States un- 
der surveillance in the interest of their 
guidance. 

M. Komlossys declares that from a point 
of internal politics of Hungary, the neces- 
sity of acquiring control of the spiritual 
conduct of the Hungarians in America is one 
of the most serious questions confronting 


the state today.

FIGHT ON SCHOOL SALARY 


OPPONENTS TO “GRAB” TO KEEP 
UP THEIR CAMPAIGN. 


Effort to Attach $10,000 to Office of 
President of Board of Education Is 
Called a Revival of Political Meth- 
ods—Trustee Cameron Says He Con- 
sulted Many Lawyers and All Pro- 
nounced Scheme Illegal—New Plan 
Is to Reduce Amount. : 


A fight to prevent the fixing of a salary to 
the office of president of the school board 
was begun yesterday and will be.waged re- 
lentlessly until the scheme is defeated. 

Engaged in the fight against what already 
is characterized as a “ salary grab,’’ are re- 
publican politicians who see a political move 
in the deal; antagonists of President Harris 
on the school board; and citizens who believe 
the attachment of a salary to the office would 
be illegal. 

It is charged in republican ranks that the 
move to attach a salary to the office was in- 


spired by Mayor Harrison, and‘that should | 


the attempt prove successful the board would 
become a political body, presided over by the 
man who could deliver the largest number 
of votes. 

“We have got politics out of the school 
board, but the effort to keep them out will 
fail unless this salary grab is thwarted,’ de- 
clared a trustee yesterday. 


Cameron Says Salary Is Illegal. 

Trustee Cameron said he would oppose the 
plan vigorously, as he believed it would not 
be legal to attach a salary to the office. 

** Before retiring from the presidency in 
1898 I advocated a salary for my successor,"’ 
he said. ,.“‘I believe the president should 
receive a salary. I looked into the legal 
phase of the question carefully and secured 
the opinions of some of the biggest attorneys 
in Chicago, and without a single exception 
they held that it would be contrary to law to 
fix a salary to the office.”’ 

Trustee John Wolff said the salary would 

be illegal and that the board would never 
vote it. Other trustees who are said to be 
in the fight against the salary are Downey, 
Mark, Hartugg, Thompson, Brenan, Claus- 
senius, Dudley, and Plamondon. 
_ Roy O. West of the board of review said 
it would be contrary to law to pay a salary 
to the president, and Ald. Thomas M. Hunter 
and Thomas J. Dixon announced their oppo- 
sition to the plan. 

Mrs. O' Keeffe says her vote against tabling 
the salary resolution did not represent her 
views on the main question. 

‘* ] was sorry the matter of salary was not 
referred to the finance committee,”’ she said 
yesterday. “I do not believe in tabling a 
motion where it cam be taken up at any time. 
Iam much opposed to paying any salary, but 
wished the matter disposed of at omce by re- 
ferring it to the committee. I did mot want it 
laid om the table, where it could be taken up 
at any time.” 


Scheme to Reduce Amount. 


When the question of salary is brought up 
again it is declared that the amount will be 
fixed at $5,000 instead of $10,000. 

* Had the resolution named $5,000 instead 
of $10,000 it would not have been laid on the 
table Friday night,’’ said one of the trustees. 
“I know that some of those who voted 
against it at that time would not have done 
so had $5,000 been the amount.”’ 

Those favoring $10,000 declare that Supt. 


| Cooley receives that amount, that Architect 


Mundie receives $8,000, and that it would be 
wrong to pay the president a smaller amount 
than that received by two men under him. 


Reorganize Business Methods. 


The complete reorganization of the bust- 
ness departments of the board of education, 
with a view to putting them on a more eco- 
nomical basis, is comprehended by Presi- 
dent Harris. Report has it that some stert- 
ling revelations affecting the extravagant 
expenditure of school moneys will be made, 
and followed tmmediately by the Introduc- 
tion of new methods into the conduct of the 
various business departments. 

Trustee Edwin F. Rowland, the probable 
chairman of the finance committee, is known 
to be opposed to a continuance of what he 
characterizes as the “ loose’’ methods of 
carrying on the business of the school cor- 
poration. 

“There is annually an enormous leakage 
in the funds of the board,’’ said Mr. Rowland. 
“It has not been intentional;it has been an 
honest leakage, as it were, resulting from the 
lack of codéperation between the various de- 
partments, but whatever the cause it must 
and will be stopped. This leakage has 
amounted to from $200,000 to $300,000 an- 
nually.’’ 

Some of the opponents of President Harris 
believed his candidacy was aimed at Supt. 
Cooley and not at Mr. Mark. To substan- 
tiate this view they pointed to the fact that 
nearly every trustee who had clashed with 
Supt, Cooley during the year supported Mr. 
Harris. 

** I shall not interfere with the administra- 
tion of Supt. Cooley,’’ said President Harris 
in denial. ‘‘ He has made an admirable su- 
perintendent, and will have my entire sup- 
port in the future as he has had in the past.”

In returm for each 
block so deposited the holder will receive a 
certificate of ownership, but explicitly stat- 
ing that the accompanying voting power has 
passed to the. truest company or Ke ap- 

ees. 

When a majority of the stock has been so 
disposed a committee, or perhaps only a sin- 
gle representative, will be selected to deal 
with the council on behalf of the mejority 
‘of stockholders, 

Admitted by Govin. 

Although the scheme was not to be an- 
nounced for another month, Receiver Govin 
yesterday admitted that such a plan was in 
contemplation. He said that, it was merely 
one of a dozen or more of precautions which 
are being considered. 

* When our representative appears befo 
the council committee next fall,’’ said Mr. 
Govin, “‘ he will be prepared to close a deal 
with the city in ten minutes if need be. When 
he is asked just how large a percentage of 
the stockholders he really represents he will 
be able to present a paper signed by a trust 
company certifying the majority interest be-. 
hind him. We do not propose that the city 
shall be able to say that we delayed pro- 
| ceedings. The city might be ready to close 
' the deal at once, but if we had to ask time 
. in which to take a vote of our stockholders 
the whole dicker might go by the board in 

the meantime. We are discussing a dozen 
. other possible contingencies which we may be 
' ealled upon to settle at a moment’s notice.”’ 
‘ Receiver Govin and Attorneys Auerbach

REDUCE GRAND JURY WORK 


MARTIN B. MADDEN BEGINS MOVE- 
MENT FOR REFORM. 


Profiting by His Experience on Present 
Panel, He Will Prepare Memorial to 
Legislature to Change the Law That 
Hundreds of Trivial Cases May Be 
Disposed Of by Minor Courts—Sim- 
ilar Plan Indorsec by State's Attor- 
ney and Judges. 


A movement to relieve the grand jury of 
the burden orf petty cases which cumber its 
dockets and take up the major part of the 
time at its brief sessions will be inaugurated 
by Martin B. Madden, who is a member of 
the present body. Mr. Madden will put his 
ideas of grand jury reform in the form ofa 
memorial to the legislature, which will be 
presented to the present jury for adoption, 
and will be incorporated in its final report. 

Scores of grand juries in recent years have 
devoted considerable portions of their re- 
ports to a criticism of the law which compels 
justices of the peace to send to the grand juyy 
hundreds of petty cases which might more 
expeditiously, and with far less expense to 
the county, have been disposed of by fines 
and light jail or bridewell sentences in the 
Mr. Madden's resolution wiil 
i. a crystallization of the sentiments of hun- 
dreds of men who have done grahd jury 
service in Cook county. 


Approved by State’s Attorney. 

The state's attorneys of the state voicéd 
the same sentiments at their recent meeting 
by approving an address on the subject de- 
livered by former President B. M. Chiper- 
field. of the association, in which he con- 
cemned the present system. At the recent 
meeting of the Illinois State Bar association 
at the Chicago 
State’s Attorney A. C. Barnes gave voice 
to similar sentiments. 

Many of the judges sitting in the Crim- 
inal court from time to time have expressed 
their disgust at the trivial character of the 
cases they are frequently called upon to 
hear, and which are too trivial to warrant 
the time and expense incident to their trials. 

A case is pending in the Criminal court 
for a second trial which inVolves the theft 
of $3 worth of brass. 
jury ,disagreed. and a second trial was made 
necessary. Court costs and expenses already 
have amounted to hundreds of times the 
value of the property involved. 


Changes Proposed by Madden. 

Mr. Madden’s proposed change in the sys- 
tem of criminal prosecution involves three 
important phases, as follows: 

Limiting the scope of the grand jury to the more 
important cases, such as murder, conspiracies, in- 
vestigation of public offices and officials, 
offenses of similar magnitude or similar public

credence. This illusion was pleasantly dis- 
pelled by the announcement that the New 
York club’s action had been disapproved of 
in meeting by a voteof7Ttol. If any of the 
other magnates of the old league had warlike 
notions a few weeks ago they evidently were 
dissipated by the arguments of Messrs. Hart, 
Hermann, and others regarding the terrors 
of war, and the result was a rebuke to Brush- 
ism and a renewed assurance to fhe Amer- 
ican league that the old organization favored 
a continuance of peaceful relations. This

Bearing this in niind, it 
does not appear to be boastful to predict that 
the blue ribbon of the western golfing world 
will again be worn by a Chicago player. 
Pittsburg. with Dr. Fredericks and Eben 
Byers, or St. Louis. with Stuart Stickney, 
may prove a stumbling block. but in other 
directions there doex not appear to be any 
dangerous factor on the horizon. However. 
golf is an uncertain gume,. and our local 
Travises may be found wanting when the 
test is made.

KENTUCKY TRAINER’S SUCCESS. 


Jack Keene Wins Great Russian Derby 
with Irish Lad of Gen. Lazer- 
off’s Racing String. 


Lexington, Ky., July 25.—[{Special.]—Jack 
Keene, the American trainer now in Russia 
handling the stable of Gen. M. E. Lazeroff 
of the Russian army, cabled here today that 
Irish Lad, the great 3 year old he has in 
training, had won the great Russian Derby, 
worth 45.000 rubles. Fourteen ran in the 
race and Irish Lad won by three lengths, 
covering the mile and a half in 2:35. 

This is regarded as the greatest race in 
eastern Europe, being called the derby of 
all the Russias. At the same meeting Irish 
Lad also won the Produce stakes, worth 
12,000 rubles. Keene also won the Emperor's 
prize of 10,000 rubles with the 4 year old 
Larne. This race is 2% miles, and Larne 
defeated a field of nine. 

Keene’s string of horses has so far won 
thirty-eight races this year and 114,000 rubles, 
over 60,000 rubles more than any other stable 
in Russia. He will likely train for Gen. Laz- 
eroff next year, but will return to Kentucky 
in November.

ABRANGEMENT FOR A COLLEGE 
TROPHY A WISE MOVE. 


Provision for an Intercollegiate Match 
by the American Whist League Will 
Redound to the Benefit of the Game 
~—Offer Made by Eberhard Faber to 
Give a Prize Annually to Be Played 
For by Teams of Four at jhe Con- 
gress Is Accepted.

A wise move was made by the American 
Whist league at Detroit in voting an appro- 
priation to provide a college trophy, to be 
played for by teams of four representing 
the various American colleges. This was 
the favorite idea of Judge Elliott, the “ father 
of the league,"’ and for that reason it was 
decided to call the emblem the Elliott trophy. 
Yale, Harvard, Columbia, Princeton, and 
Cornell played intercollegiate matches last 
season and with the impetus given by the 
action of the league. the movement will 
undoubtedly spread, No better plan for the 
future of the league and of the game in 
this country could have been devised. 

The offer of J. Eberhard Faber of New 
York, to provide a trophy annually to be 
played for by teams of four representing 
the various associations, has been accepted, 
and this contest will in future take the 
place of the one for first possession of the 
A. W. L. trophy. This will not only make 
a much better feature for the congress, but 
will add wonderfully to the interest of the 
games in the various associations through- 
out the entire season. ’ 

In Chicago, for instance, the team will 
almost certainly be selected which has made 
the best record for the season in the contest 
for the Dougherty cup. and thus suffice to 
more than double the interest in the Dougher- 
ty games, especially as the association will 
undoubtedly defray the expenses of its repre- 
sentative team during the week of the con- 
gress. 

Scores Are Lost. 

A most deplorable incident occurred in 
connection with the recent congress. After 
the close of their labors Saturday night the 
scoring committee locked up the scores of 
the congress in the parlor which had been 
assigned them for use as a scoring room, 
and this was the last that was seen of the 
recorus, as some employé of the hotel, for 
no reason yet discovered, found and burned 
them. 

Their loss will rob the annual report of 
the A. W. L. of most of its interest and mars 
an otherwise perfect record for the last 
twelve years. There were a*humber of con- 
tested seores, which it will now be impossi- 
ble to straighten out.

Study of the Seven Stakes for Theis 
Class at Washington Park Causes 
Only Bewilderment as to the Re- 
spective Merits of the Most Promi- 
nent Youngsters—They Have Beaten 
Each Other So Often It Is Hard to 
Pass Judgment on Then. seins 


A glance over the seven 2 vear old stakes 
decided at Washington Park, including one, 
the Lakeside, exclusively for fillies, leads 
one into a bewildering maze as to the exact 
relative merits of half a dozen of our best 
2 year olds. That we have at least that many 
good ones, better than the average, is rea- 
sonably certain. But none of them has stood 
out prominently as overtopping the others, 
as Savable and Dick Welles did last year, as 
McChesney and Runnels did the year before, 
or as Abe Frank, Garry Hermann, and Lieut. 
Gibson did in their respective years. 

The best test of juvenile quality in the 
west is the Hyde Park stakes. In the six- 
teen years the stake has been run for it has 
been won by such high class ones as Ban 
Fox, Emperor of Norfolk, El Rio Rey, Bal- 
gowan, Curt Gunn, G. W. Johnson, Domino, 
Handsome, and Dick Welles. It may there- 
fore be taken as a tolerably fair index of the 
quality of the youngsters. | .

There are a number of notable performers 
in this list. One of the two trotters from 
George Wilkes’ mares that have beaten 2:10 
is Idolita, and as a 3 year old he was the best 
winner of his age, taking a mark that season 
of 2:12, which he reduced last year to 2:00. 
Idolita was the first of the get of Mendocino 
to call attention to that horse as a sire of 
speed. Other trotting stallions of more than 
ordinary merit that are out of daughtérs of 
George Wilkes, and that have also takena 
record of 2:20 or better, are Delmarch, Ad- 
vertiser, Keeler, and Blake. 


Advertiser Sired Adbel. 


The last named had for his dam Rosa 
Wilkes, 2:18%4, and she was a sister to Sim; 
mons, one of the best sons of George Wilkes 
in the matter of siring speed. Advertiser 
sired the champion yearling in Adbel, 2:23, 
and it is worth noting’ that the dam of Ad- 
vertiser was Lula, 2:15, in her day second 
only in point of record to Goldsmith Maid, the 
champion. 

The fastest member of the exceedingly nu- 
merous Nutwood family, the pacer Manager, 
2:06%, has a daughter of George Wilkes for 
his dam, and this same mare produced the 
trotter Darwin, 2:13, by Connoisseur, son of 
Electioneer. Although Manager had a lot 
of speed, it cannot be said that he Wasa race- 
horse of much class, whereas Darwin will 
try as hard as any trotter I ever saw, making 
a great fight when clearly beaten, and that 
is the test of a true racehorse, mere speed 
being the chief characteristic of many a 
“morning glory.” 

But Nutwood,. sire of Manager, makes a 
miserable showing of real racehorses when 
the number of his get that have standard 
records is takenintoaccount. Severalof the 
other pacers in the above list have raced 
game. Refina, by a son of Electioneer, was a 
wonder as a race winner, and*Mustard, who 
took her mark last year, will wear down any 
pacer that does not have the foot of her. 
Syra. on the other hand. was a bad racer. but 
she has two cood excuses in her sire and dam. 
The former was Nutwood and the dam So So. 
This Wilkes mare held the world’s record for 
2 year old trotters back in 1877, with a mile 
in 2:31, and that performance was then re- 
garded as more wonderful than a 2:10 mile 
by a trotter of like age would be today. But 
she was nota racehorse. 


Good at « Short Distance. 


Pacers of any quality at all usually have 
such a great burst of speed for a short dis- 
tance that unless they are naturally willing 
to try when tired they are apt to look cheap 
at the finish of a hard heat. Amother fact 
that often makes them seem less determined 
than trotters is that they are asa rule 
smoother gaited, and. that characteristic 
makes for early tiring. Smooth gaited trot- 
ters will “ trot themselves into the ground ”’ 
and come almost to a Walk, where rough 
gaited ones of like speed will be going heat 
after heat at about their best clip and step- 
ping the last end of each mile as strongly as 
any other part of the journey. 

Pilot Russell, a full brother to the one time 
queen of trotters; Maud 8., was recently pre- 
sented to a manin Elyria, O. The stallion is 
18 years old, and in spite of his rich breeding 
has contributed but one standard performer 
to the turf, that being a trotter with a rec- 
ord of 2:27%. For this reason the Horse Re- 
view dubs him “the most horrible example 
of a ‘ full brother’ in history.” 


Serves as an Example. 


Rut the failure of Pilot Russell to accom- 
plish anything in ‘the line of speed produc- 
tion has one value, and that is that it will 
call the attention of people who have a 
hankering to breed trotters to the fact that 
the proposition is an uncertain one at the 
best. The dam of Pilot Russell was Miss 
Russell, and in addition to Maud 8. she pro- 
duced numerous other animals, which be- 
came more or less famous. as. producers or 
progenitors of speed.. Nutwood, sire of more 
®-2) trotters than any. other stallion, and 
whose daughters lead; the world in the pro- 
duction of trotting speed, was one of the 
progeny of Miss Russell. He was by Bel- 
mont, and so were two other sons of Miss 
Russell that have done well in the stud. 
Another of her suecessful sons was Mam- 
brino Russell, by Woodford Mambrino. 

But while one brother of Maud S. was a 
total failure, both as a performer and a sire, 
another, Lord Russell, Has given the turf 
twenty-five trotters and six pacers that have 
taken standard records, and Russia, a sister 
to these two stallions, is in the great brood- 
mare list, which is a distinct triumph. The 
general opinion among hotsemen and breed- 
ers who have looked into the history of the 
Harold-Miss Russell family is that the dam's 
blood was the best for speed production. 


Sired Many Others. 


Harold sired many trotters besides Maud 
S., forty trotters and five pacers with stand- 
ard records being to his credit. Forty-five 
of his sons have sired 174 trotters and 84 
pacers that are in the list, and fifty-four of 
his daughters have produced 87 trotters and 
13 pacers that are standard by performance. 

On the other hand, Lakeland Abdallah, a 
full brother to Harold, and foaled a year 
later, sired but four standard performers, al] 
trotters, and the fastest record in the lot is 
2:21%. Six sons have sired fifteen standard 
performers, and seventeen daughters have 
produced twenty trotters and one pacer that 
are in the list. Considering his opportunities, 
Lakeland Abdallah was not a success, while 
his brother, Harold, was the champion of his 
day. It is therefore not to be wondered at 
that a full brother to Maud §S. failed to sire 
speed worth mentioning.

nor more timely. Pheunbounded enthusiasm 
with which he was received in Dublin does 
not, of cdurse, imply any abatement in the 
national demands. 

His majesty’s graceful and feeling refer- 
ence to the death of the pope shows it must 
have given him real'pain to use the insulting 
language about the Roman Catholic faith 
prescribed by the oath of accession. 

There is a general belief in Ireland that 
his majesty e@rnestly desires such a recon- 
ciliation between the two countries as Glad- 
stone vainly endeavored to procure, and that 
that wish is shared with especial fervor by 
the queen. 


See an End to Prejudice. 

It is no secret that the late sovereign and 
those around her most detested the name 
of home rule, and a part at least of the cor- 
diality now being shown by the inhabitants 
of Dublin is due to the impression that with 
her death that prejudice disappeared. Much 
of it may also be set down to the land Dill 
which the house of commons read for a third 
time on Tuesday, by an almost unanimous 
vote, 

The chief secretary for Ireland is indeed a 
man of the people on the other side of St. 
George’s channel. Mr. Wyndham, who is a 
universal favorite, was cheeréd in Dublin al- 
most as warmly as the king himself, and in 
his: unavoidable absence from the house of | 
commons he received at the same time con- 
gratulations from all the benches, from the 
chief of the Irish nationalists and the repre- 
sentatives of the Irish landlords. The leader 
of the opposition and the leader of the house 
united in expressing their grateful sense of 
Wyndham’s capacity and tact. 


Land Bill Pleases Both Sides. 

The conduct of an unopposed bill is not 
indeed the most difficult task in the world 
and the Irishmen, as Redmond acknowl- 
edged, Obtained most of the concessions they 
demanded, but Wyndham succeeded in 
pleasing them without offending ¢ oOp- 
ponents and effectually muzzli the con- 
stitutional guardians of the pyfblic purse.

France is the principal Roman Catholic 
power, and it is in her that the papacy has 
sought support for centuries. But the pope 
had been not only the friend of France, he 
also had been the friend,of the republic, 
First of all he advised the Catholics to rally 
to the republican form of government. There 
he failed, for neither the faithful nor even 
the bishops obeyed him, and this disobedi- 
ence had for its excuse, first, the conven- 
fence which it afforded the opponents of the 
republic to combat it on the religious field, 
where they could perpetuate the misunder- 
standings which are necessary to them; and, 
second, the government did not respond to 
the benevolent inclinations of the pope. 


. Liberals Mourn Their Friend. 

Nevertheless all the French liberals con- 
sidered Leo XIII. as their ally and they de- 
plore his death, at which the reactionary 
scarcely concéal their joy. 

The vital question at present is to know 
whether the conclave which is about to meet 
will choose a political pope like Leo XIII. or 
a militant pope like Pius IX. If it chooses 
a politic pope a subsidiary question will be 
presented, that of finding out whether the 
pope will know how to keep an even balance 
between Germany and.France. In case the 
new pope knows how to keep this evén bal- 
ance the pontificate of Leo XIII. will be con- 
tinued, and it will not have been without 
glory and without profit for the church. 

But in case the new pope should be suspect- 
ed of a preference for Germany, or in a more 
general way, in case he should be a com- 
bative person, as the overexcited Roman 
Catholics desire, all sorts of crises are to 
be feared, the least of which would not be 
the separation of the church and state in 
France, 

I do not pretend to put myself in the place 
of the Holy Ghost, nevertheless it seems to 
me that if the conclave were wise it would 
name Cardinal Rampolla, who has been the 
instrument, and perhaps also the inspira- 
tion, of all the political conduct of Leo XIII.

Most of the envoys of the foreign powers 
‘have returned to Belgrade and resumed the 
ordinary diplomatic relations with King 
Peter and his government, and nothing more 
is being heard of any demand from abroad 
for the punishment of the murderers of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga. Indeed, near- 
ly every day brings fresh evidence of the 
fact that the head of the house of Kara- 
georgevitch was the principal instigator of 
the military conspiracy against the late ruler 
of Servia and his consort and that while he 
did not desire their assassination, which 
seems to have been provoked by the resist- 
ance which the plotters encountered at the 
palace, yet that he was fully cognizant of 
the plan to compel Alexander to abdicate, 

' ghd to expel him and the queen from Servia. 


Powers Encourage by Attitude. 

That, in spite of this complicity in one 
of the most shocking outrages in the annals 
of modern or ancient royalty, King Peter 
should have been welcomed by the emperors 
of Russia, Austria, and Germany, by’ the 
kings of Italy, Spain, and of the other small- 
er countries of Europe as a brother monarch; 
. and that his government should have been 
recognized by most of the great powers, not- 
withstanding that at least one of his cabine: 
ministers and three of the principal digni- 
taries of his household were among the 
actual assassins of the unfortunate Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga, has not been lost 
upon the disaffected military officers of 
other countries. Indeed, the attitude of the 
great powers in connection with the Servian 
' tragedy has been of a nature to constitute a 
distinct encouragement to military pro- 
nunciamentos, to treachery on the part of 
those who, wearing what is known as “ the 
king’s cloth,”’ are supposed to be bound to 
him by special ties of loyalty and devotion, 
and even to palace massacres that recall the 

days of the old Roman emperors. 


Two Kings Fear Attack. 
Little astonishment therefore will have 
been caused by the cabled announcement 
that Prince Ferdinand, threatened with the 
fate of King Alexander, was for a time 
virtually a prisoner at Sofia in his pal- 
ace, which has been barricaded and 
fortified against attack, and that King 
Charles of Portugal is engaged in ef- 
fecting wholesale arrests among ‘the offi- 
cers of his army, who are being court mar- 
tialed and condemned to pena! deportation 
to Africa in connection with the discovery 
of a widespread military conspiracy against 
the crown. Young King Alfonso of Spain, 
King George of Greece, King Charles of Rou- 
mania, and the prince of Montenegro are 
likewise threatemued with dangers of thesame 
mature—that is to say, with politico-military 
pronunciamentos, destined to deprive them 
of their thrones. But in no case is the peril 
so imminent or the crisis sb acute as those 
at Lisbon and Sofia... 


Portuguese Soldiers Want Republie. 

Whereas the assassination of King Alex- 
ander of Belgrade has metely had the result 
of another monarch, in the person of Peter 
Karageorgevitch, taking his place on the 
blood stained throne of Servia, the over- 
throw of Don Carlos of Portugal would in 
all probability lead to the establishment of 
a republic at Lisbon on the same lines as 
that of Brazil. A large proportion of the 
officers and soldiers of the Portuguese army, 
particularly those belonging to the scientific 
branches of the latter, are openly professed 
foes of the monarchy, and acknowledged re- 
publicans, who are firmly convinced that 
their country will never recover its former 
prosperity and its prestige among the na- 
tions of the world until it adopts a form of 
government that exercises a less blighting 
influence upon the life of the people than the 
deplorable rule of the house of Braganza. 

Until quite recently neither the king nor 
his ministers were able to gather sufficient 
courage or to summon enough energy to 
deal with this condition of affairs. They 
did not dare to remove Col. Elias Garcia, one 
of the republican chiefs, from his place as 
professor of military engineering at the army 
school at Lisbon, which is the Portuguese 
counterpart of West Point, nor Gen. Latino 
Coelho, the ranking officer of artillery, from 
the presidency of the state polytechnic 
school at Lisbon and of the national academy 
of sciences. Yet the general is the second 

, the triumvirate which directs the destinies 
wi the republican cause in Portugal. 

True, the king, on one occasion, caused the 
SUmmary arrest at a public meeting of the 
general's colleague, Manuel Arriaga, the cel- 
ébrated popular lawyer, renowned ag the 
most eloquent orator in the land of Camoens, 
and who is the third of the triumvirate. But 
after Arriaga had been detained for a couple

LAUNCH NEW TURKISH CRUISER. 


 Sultan’s Fleet, Is Set Afloat at 
Cramps’ Shipyards. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 25.—In the pres- 
ence of a promipent gathering of diplo- 
mats, foreign and American naval officers 
and prominent citizens of Philadelphia, the 
Turkish cruiser Medjidia, the first warship 
ever built here for the Ottoman empire, 
was launched today at Cramps’ shipyard. 
The sponsor for the new ship was Mrs. 
Edwin S. Cramp and the baptism was an 
y evasion of the koran’s teaching turned into 
@ graceful compliment of the American peo- 
ple. The koran forbids a Turkish woman 
from participating in a christening at which 
wine is used. The difficulty was overcome 
by the selection of an American woman, 
Mrs. Cramp, to break the bottle on the bow 
of the sea fighter. 

The Turkish officials present included 
Chekib Bey, Turkish minister to the United 
States, and Lieutenant Commander Sabr! 
Bey and Lieut. Ali Bey of the Turkish 
navy, inspectors of machines and hull con- 
struction respectively, on duty at the ship- 
yard for the sultan. : 

Among the other visitors were Command- 
er Boutakoff, naval attaché of the Russian 
embassy at Washington, and Sefior Quesada, 
minister from Cuba. 


New Vessel Is a Large One. 


In 1900 Ahmed Pasha, chief engineer of the 
Ottoman navy, came to this country for 
the purpose of examining the American sys- 
tem of naval construction. As a result of 
his investigation the Turkish government 
contracted with the Cramp Shipbuilding 
company for the construction of the Medjidia, 
which is of the protected cruiser type. The 
general dimensions and characteristics of the 
vessel are as follows: Length on load line, 
830 feet; beam, extreme, 42 feet; draft, mean, 
16 feet; displacement, 3,300 tons; speed, 22 
knots. 

The armament consists of two 6 inch rapid 
fire guns, 45 caliber; eight 4.7 inch rapid fire 
guns, 50 caliber; six 3 pounder rapid fire 
guns, 50 caliber; six 7 pounder rapid fire 
guns, 50 caliber; one 3 inch field gun; two 
torpedo tubes for 14 inch Whitehead tor- 


pedoes. 

The battery is capable of firing projectiles 
of 584 pounds at one round ofall guns. Using 
the standard rates of firing for guns of the 
caliber given, the total discharge of all guns 
in one minute would be 5,000 pounds. 


Armored Only Over Machinery. 


The maximum thickness of deck over the 
space occupied by the engines and bojlers is 
four inches. Otherwise the vessel is un- 
armored, with the exception of the conning 
tower and tube leading to the protected deck: 
Each of the larger guns is provided with a 
shield for the protection of its crew. 

The vessel is provided with a strong ram at 
the bow, strengthened by the protective deck, 
which forms anintegral partoftheram. The 
engines are two in number, of the inverted, 
triple expansion type, driving twin screws, 
These engines will be capable of developing 
upward of 12,000 indicated horse power. The 
boilers are of the improved Niclausse type. 
There will be a complete hospital on the ship 
and -special attention has been given to ven- 
tilation.

* My strong conviction is that this country 
cannot adopt and carry into operation the 
policy which the premier and the government 
have decided upon.”’ 

Bitter Fight Over ’Phones. 

The Bell company’s fight against the pro- 
posed new Canadian rival in the telephone 
field developed unpleasant features during 
the committee stage. The parliamentary 
backers of the Canadian concern were 
squarely charged with a scheme to bring 
Americans into the country to deliberately 


company and make political capital out of 
the venture. The progress of the bill was 
attended by scenes of unusual excitement at 
every stage. So much bitterness has rarely 
been stirred up in committee as in the dis- 
cussions on this bill. 


Jubilant Over Victory. 


Roblin’s sweeping victory over the liberals 
in Manitoba is claimed by the opposition in 
parliament as the forerunner of an equally 
decisive verdict at the polls against the fed- 
eral government at the next genera! election. 
Independent observers admit it will 
strengthen the conservatives whenever Sir 
Whllfrid Laurier decides to appeal to the 
country. 

The victory is regarded here as a hard slap 
at the dominion government's transcon- 
tinental railway policy and an indorsement 
of the provincial conservative premier’s rail- 
way and transportation policy, which means 
so much for the people of the great wheat 
region. Mr. Greenway, the provincial liberal 
leader, made the transcontinental railway 
scheme of the Laurier administration a main 
issue in the campaign and declared in favor 
of the dominion government's proposal, but 
Mr. Roblin took a stand that whilst the 
province would control the Grand Trunk or 
any other line it was not wanted on any 
such terms as the dominion government pro- 
posed. Mr. Greenway endeavored to make 
the tariff an issue, but the result is a sig- 
nificant indorsation of the opposition policy 
of higher duties for the dominion. The con- 
servatives elected were 30; Kberals, 4; seats 
in doubt, 4; elections to be held, 2; total, 40. 
The strength of the parties in the last house 
was as follows: Conservatives, 22; liber 
14; independents, 1. 


Sees Victory for Conservatives. 


R. L. Borden, leader of the dominion oppo- 
sition, said he regarded the result as a tri- 
umphant vindication of the principles of the 
conservative cause in the west. He saw in 
the election returns an evidence that when 
the federal campaign comes on, and it is not 
likely to be far distant, a similar verdict 
would be given not only by the people of 
Manitoba but of the electors of the dominion. 
Mr. Borden added that during his trip in the 
west last summer he saw strong indications 
of the growth of conservative sentiment, and 
therefore the result, although pleasing to 
him, did not come as a surprise. 


Early Prorogation of Parliament. 


An early prorogation of parliament is, 
after all, on the cards, if the government 
can reach an understanding with the oppo- 
sition on*the Pacific railway resolutions and 
the redistributing bill. Most of the members 
of the party in power are heartily tired of 
the long session, and want to go home to 
attend to their own interests. They were 
opposed from ‘the first to the transcontinental 
proposals being put through at the present 
session, and urged the government to defer 
final action until surveys could be made 
of the proposed route and definite informa- 
tion procured of the prospects for paying 
traffic. That was precisely the stand taken 
on this branch of the subject by Mr. Blair, 
then minister of railways, who had to leave 
the cabinet fh consequence, as well as for his 
hostility to the other features of the scheme.

JERSEY MOSQUITOES ARE 
WAXING FAT ON PETROLEUM. 


Grow to a Tremendous Size and Are Be- 
coming Sleek and Songful on Oil— 
. Fortunes Wasted in Experiments. 


New York, July 25.—People living on’ the 
‘meadows of Jersey and Leng isiand have 
been marveling this year over the tremendous 
size and the sleekness and well fed appear- 
ance of the mosquitoes. The secret may now 
be said to be out. It’s the oil. The mos- 
quitoes have grown to like the oil. They are 
waxing sinewy, sleek, and songful on the 
oil that the scientists have, at great expense, 
been flooding the mosquito infested ponds 
with since the beginning of spring. 

Mr. William C. Whitney has spent some- 
thing like $40,000 in oiling up the ponds down 
his way on Long island, with’the result that 
the Westbury mosquitoes this year look like 
humming birds and are as sanguinary and 
confident as bolo hurling Moros. Old time 
residents down on the mosquito breeding 
Jersey marsh lands and rivers declare that 
the mosquitoes are such an adaptable lot 
that they’ve already discovered a method 
of distilling the poisonous elements from 
‘the of] and rejecting them, leaving only the 
wholesome, fattening elements wherewith 
to regale themselves and take on flesh.’ They 
go farther than this, these, mosquito wise 
Jerseyites, and declare that some of the 
oil fed mosquitoes pump the poisonous in- 
gredients that they have collected from the 
oil, in addition to their own infecting venom, 
into the persons of their human victims, 
All of which is more or less cheerful. 

Literally hundreds of thousankis of dollars | 
have been wasted In New Jersey and on Long 
island in these efforts to exterminate the 
mosquitoes by the use of petroleum. The 
huge, oll fed mosquitoes are even invading 
Manhattan island this year as they never did 
before. It requires only a good, stiff breeze 
from the Jersey side, to waft billions of them 
over the Hudson to New York, and people 
living within half a mile of the Hudson water 
front in New York, especially up Riverside 
driveway, Where the North river iscompara- 
tively narrow, are investing in mosquito 
screens this year as they never did before. 
It looks as if the mosquito exterminating en- 
thusiasts will have to eventually fall back 
upon that old scheme of putting sait upon 
mosquitoes’ tails,

RAPID GROWTH. 

The last directory estimate of the popula- 
tion of Chicago is 2,200,000. Doubtless it 
is too large. If it were accurate the death 
rate here would be too absurdly small. But 
even if it cannot be admitted that Chicago 
has two and one-fifth millions of inhab- 
itants, nobody will dispute the statement 
that the population is increasing rapidly 
and that there are a great many more peo- 
ple here—good, bad, and indifferent—than 
there were when the last federal census was 
taken. The fact of steady growth being 
admitted, the precise number of people 
within the city limits is not a matter worth 
arguing about, especially as there is no way 
in which the dispute can be authoritatively 
settled. 

All who have eyes and use them do not 
need to be told that there are more people 
here than there were two years or a year 
ago. -Proof of it is found in the greater 
number of people on the streets of the busi- 
hess district and on those in other and 
quieter parts of the city. The crowds on 
State, Washington, and Dearborn streets.

It is with the greatest difficulty that the 
street. car lines can carry the men and 
women who flock to them on every pleasant 
holiday. The need of additions to the park 
systems cannot be fully appreciated ex- 
cept by one who has seen for himself how 
the rising. tide of population is filling the 
old.parks to overflowing. 
* The transportation facilities of Chicago 
provided by surface, elevated, and steam 
roads are better.than they were a year ago, 
but there is more crowding than there was 
then. The street cars which run to and 
from the business district are packed as a 
matter of*ourse, but those which run on the 
cross town lines are carfying a constantly 
increasing number of people. 

There are denser crowds in the stores, not 


‘larged to accommodate increased business. 
New stores have been opened in the busi- 
ness district and in all other parts of the 
city. There are more meat markets, 
grocery stores, and little dry goods stores. 
They are the trustworthy indications of a 
growing population. An increase in the 
number of shoppers in a large’ store may 
be set down to “ prosperity.”” When there 
are more small neighborhood shops it is 
plain there are more people to be supplied 
with the necessaries of life. | 

The best way to keep in touch with the 
city’s growth is to make frequent trips on 
the street car lines which traverse the out- 
lying districts. By doing this one can ob- 
serve, year by year, the transformation of 


jracres of unimproved land into acres of 


cottages and flat buildings. The new 
skyseraper is noticed by all. Few take no- 
tite of the thousands of less pretentious 
buildings which are going up in the outer cir- 
cles of the city’s territory. The vacant dis- 
trict, of one year ago is the tolerably well 
built up district of two years later. Many of 
the new houses are meaut to be the homes of 
the builders, and many are built in the hope 
that ténants will be found for them. Usu- 
ally there is no disappointment. There are 
enough newcomers to fill the new tenements. 
It is evident that if the city havé not now 
2,200,000 inhabitants it will have them 
before long—and more, too—provided it 
keeps ou growing at the present rate. 
There is no reason why it should not. The 
city is gaining in population now in spite 
of the drawbacks under which it labors, 
It is unable to do for its citizens all it ought 
to. It does not give them sufficient protec- 
tion against fire. It does not take so good 
eare of their health as it should. The 
quality of the drinking water furnished 
them is bad. One of the first things a new- 
comer has to learn‘sis that he must “ boil 
the water.” The local transportation fa- 
cilities are imperfect. There are occasional] 
labor disturbances*which keep away some 
manufacturers and the workmen to whom 
they would give employment. 
’ The city is growing apace, notwithstand- 
ing its municipal shortcomings. If they 
were removed its population would increase 
by leaps and bounds. It would keep ahead 
of the estimates of directory makers, in- 
stead of lagging behind them. ‘All who see 
in a great population the extreme felicity of 
a city ought to labor to rid the municipality 
of the obstacles to growth which have been 
mentioned. 


NEW USE FOR HAND ORGANS.. 
- Why does it so often happen that persons 


who have aching hearts or who wish to levy 


upon the sympathy of the public, or who 
have been disappointed in some darling proj- 
ect, turn to the hand organ to grind out their 
tale of woe or to make an appeal for pity? A 
few days ago a house of lords committee de- 
cided adversely to the claims of one Thomas 
Poulett to an earldom and property. The 
claimant had long sought to excite public 
sympathy and advertise his claims by play- 
ing a street organ in London and carrying 
a huge placard which told how his relatives 
had refused to support him.’ It never seems 
to have eecurred to him to go to work and 
earn his living. Perhaps that would have 
been undignified in a claimant to an earl- 
dom, though to most persons it. would ap- 
pear quite as dignified as grinding an organ 
for pennies or any other purpose, 
Another organ grinder with a grievance 
is a late captain to the Royal Dublin Fusi- 
liers, who is incensed against the war office 
because it has rejected a claim of his grow- 
ing out of the Boer war. Dressed in his 
uniform, with a boy wheeling his organ, he 
travels the streets, collects crowds, and fells 
the story @f his wrongs. Some Boer wid- 


| ows have alse resorted to the hand organ to 


arouse sympathy. This instrumept seems 
to be coming into general favor to express 
resentment or to awaken sympathy. The 
chosen people by the river of Babylon con- 
fided their sorrows to their harps before 
they hung them on the willows.

THE THERMOMETER JUSTIFIED. 

Mr. Rafter, says Mr. Sinclair in his tecent 
book oh the “ Science of Education,” con- 
ducted experiments with regard to school- 
room temperature in Rochester. These ex- 
periments covered more than 200 school- 
rooms and included observations ten times 
a day for a week. The result was the dis- 
covery of a general law to the effect that 
“temperatures increase as perfection. in 
ventilation decreases.” 

Consider the full beauty of «his law. 
“Temperatures increase as perfection in 
ventilation decreases.” Would it take ex-. 
periments in 200 schoolrooms, repeated ten: 
times a day for a weck, to establish the law 


that “when a room gets stuffy it is likely ||’ 


to get warm”? ~ 
Sociology, with its pompous generaliza- ‘ 


tions, has seemed in the books of certain‘of | 


its exponents to be the scieneé of telling: 


~you. things you already know in a way 


you can’t recognize. Pedagogy seems like- 
ly to become the science of confirming the 
suspicions of common sense by means of la- 
borious statistical experiments. 


Mr. Sinclair, for instance, goes on,’ after |. 
‘he has quoted Mr. Rafter, to give an ac- 


count of some experiments which he him- 
self conducted. First, he caused 100 stu- 
dents to make guesses at the te rature 
of the room they were occupying. These 
guesses were made at intervals and were 
carefully tabulated.’ e result was the 
law that “ability to guess temperature im- 
proves with practice and that within norma! 
limits an increase or’decrease of five de- 
grees in half an hour cannot be deteeted by 
the feelings.” . 

A simpler way of arriving:at this law 
would have: been to ask the first person in 

But Mr. Sinclair was not satisfied. He 
made yet other experiments of the same 
kind. From these experiments he got the 
law that “under ordinary conditions one 
cannot guess the temperature of a room 
with sufficient certainty to warrant one in 
relying on heat and cold sensitiveness as a 
proper guide to the regulation of schoolroom 
temperature.” 

Now, of course all such laws have their 
real use in giving us practical guidance 
which otherwise we should not have been 
able to get. In this case what is the guid- 
ance offered? Let Mr. Sinclair offer it in 
his own words. After nine pages of tables 
and arguments, “ we conclude that in every 
schoolroom there shoud be an accurate 
thermonteter, properly placed, and that it 
should be referred to frequently.” 

Empirical knowledge! Inductive reason- 
ing! Laboratory methods! Experimental 
science! What fascinating ideas these are! 
We must make use of them even if after 
devious and tedious wanderings we pull up 
at the exact point occupied by our friends 
who were too lazy to accompany us in our 
researches. “‘ When you want to find out 
how warm it is look at a thermometer.” 
You have the sanction of experimental 


science. 
AMERICAN ARCHITECTURE. 

Mr. Charles F. McKim, the distinguished 
architect of New York, who will be well. 
remembered in this city by his beautiful 
agricultural building in the Columbian ex- 
position, was recently honered with the 
royal gold medal by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. His address upon the 
occasion called attention in a most interest- 
ing manner to several points in American 
architecture, as well as to its present con- 
ditions and future prospects. 

In the first part of his address Mr. Mc- 
Kim referred to the similarity of American 
and English architecture in “ the most ad- 
mirable architectural monuments,” such as 
the national capitol, the White house, the 
Octagon; and the old department buildings 
in Washington, and in the same connection 
deplored the rapid disappearance of these 
old types, both public and private, 
which teach the lessons “of sound 
proportion, simplicity, and good man- 
ners.” Mr. McKim, however, neglected to 
state that in some buildings of a public and, 
in many more, of a private character the 
old, beautiful colonial types and many of 
the English prototypes are being repro- 
duced. So far as business buildings are 
concerned, it is hopeless to expect such a 
reproduction. The steel “skyscraper” 
probably has come to stay. At least it is 
adapted to the modern demands of business 
and commerce, which the fine old buildings 
wére not. 

Mr. McKim also called attention to the 
increase and betterment of our own schools 
of architecture in Harvard, Columbia. 
Pennsylviinia, Cornell, and Chicago univer- 
sities, as well as in the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, and the new enter- 
prises made possible in Washington by the 
liberality of congress, including the resto- 
ration of the White house, the construction 
of the Army War college, and the Engi- 
neer School of Application, the new build- 
ing for the National museum, the new. 
Union railway station, with its monumental 
plaza; the office building for the members 
of the house of representatives, the munici- 
pal building for the district, and the Hall 
of Records, all of which will be grouped 
and constructed in harmony with the gen- 
eral plan of beautifying Washington de- 
cided upon by the national commision, of 
which, we believe, Mr. M¢Kim himself is a 
member. Naturally this led up to the unit 
idea in municipal architecture which was 
illustrated so successfully in the little White 
city of 1893, and upon this point Mr. Mc- 
Kim concisely said: 

The forces which have brought about plans for 
the improvement of the national capital are act- 
ing throughout the land. Not only in the Atlan- 
tic seaboard city of New York and the cities of 
the lal’e region Mke Buffalo, Cleveland, and St. 
Paul, but even from faraway Seattle, on the 
Pacific coast, comes news of attempts to treat 
the city as a unit and to develop a municipality 
as a consistent work of art. It is worthy of note 
also that as the star of progress takes its western 


way, the effort at improvement is made with in- 
creasing vigor in both enthusiasm and money. 


When will Chicago be treated as a unit 
and developed as “a consistent work of 
art.” Not until it is clean. Will it ever be 
elean? |

A few quotations from the three contribu- 
tions may prove inspiring and enlightening 
to Chicagoans who follow the trend of mod- 
ern thought and ‘are watching the develop- 
ment of the tender young intellects intrusted 
to the care of the instructors at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Here is one passage from 
the last paper: 

The essential antithesis in the oration is not 
between duas sicas’’ and uno tempore,” but 
between the Spanish atiletto (Hispaniensi pugi- 
unculo), which had failed to cut the sinews of 
the state, and the two daggers (sicas) which the 
same citizens were now attempting to draw.

and antithesis to the preceding metaphor ‘* His- 
paniensi pugiunculo nervos incidere.’’ That is, 
once given this metaphor, the second is an out- 
growth of the historical relationships, and not 
a random shot: of rhetorical pyrotechnics as in 
the Commentariolum, 

The author of “ Equilibrium in Aqueous 

Solutions ” conveys information in so simple 
form that the relations between water and 
the carbonates become clear and iuterest- 
ing:

Every product of invariantive constituents, the 
elements of which are symbols or arbitrary func- 
tions, or both, or again invariantive constituents 
of the same charactér, represents an invariant 
expression of A, provided that every symbol oc- 
curs precisely twice and in such a connection as 
to permit actual interpretation in terms of the a(ik) 
and their derivatives: .It can be shown that the 
lowest covariant proper, i. e., one which does 
not contain any arbitrary furiction u, is quadri- 
linear and of tae second order.

* Bliss Carman thinks that the artist, 
whéther het be poet, novelist, painter, or 
scuiptor, should be a man first and anartist 


| afterwards. 


What does he mean by this? 

He means that an artist, since he inter- 
prets life, must first of all.live life. And if 
he does not want to‘interpret only abnormal 
life’ he must not live only abnormal life. 
If his material is the normal, ‘sane, whole- 
some life of the tremendous majority of 
people, then he must take that life for his 
own. Otherwise he represents only the 
abnormal, insane, diseased minority who 
are erratic and not t¥ypical., 

Further, Mr. Carman. means that if the 
artist does not live the life of other men he 
gets into an artificial mood, which is not 
life at all and which coutinually misleads 
him. He allows himself liberties which 
other men do not take. His dress. is differ- 
ent. His manners are different. His hours 
are different. He becomes, not a man, buta 
freak, a crank, a queer, an outsider who sees 
life from a perverted angle. How can sucha 
view of life result in true art? 


believes that the highest genius consists in 
exceptional wholesomeness, exceptional 
clear sightedness, and exceptional sanity. 
Most people, however, will continue to re- 
gard genius as in some way counected with 
insanity and with disease. The man like 
Mr. Browning, who dresses normally, talks 
normally, behaves normally, and has great- 


miration for himself as an artist, fails to 
impress his genius on the ordinary onlooker. 
The man who gets credited with genius is 
the man like Pierre Loti, who gives Chinese 
parties; like Richard Le Gallienne, who lets 
his hair grow; or like the poet who pro- 


miscuously kisses the yoyng women he 


meets at parties. “ How delightfully queer 
these geniuses are!” is the remark which 
the ordinary onlooker contributes to the 
history of art. | 

‘What artist who thinks that humanity is 
greater than art and who wants to be a man 
as well as a craftsman can fail to have 
been cut to-the quick by the implication 
which the ordinary onlooker’s remark con- 
tains? It is thié current opinion that a man 
of genius must be some kind of a giddy fool 
that degrades genius and cheapens art. 
Shakspeare, Milton, Johnson, Scott, George 
Eliot, Thackeray; and the other great im- 


selves. The giddy fools are the parasites 
on the fringes of literature, aided and 
abetted by an occasional man of real genius. 
The ordinary onlooker, however, will con- 
tinue to expect men of genius to be queer, 
and .will ‘still find in their queerness a suf- 
ficient reason for admiration mingled with 
patronizing mistrust,

GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 
“We cannot allow that our ingenious 
friends, the Americans, have taught us 


anything serious in sanitary science.” This 


is a sentence from an English book by Mr. 
W. F. Goodrich on “ The Economic Dis- 
posal’ of Towns’ Refuse.” 

If you want to know what leads Mr. 
Goodrich to make such an unkirid remark, 
talk with some of the people who live on 
Kinzie street, Chicago. The garbage from 
Kinzie is taken in wagons to the-dump at 
Addison and Western. The best possible 
wagon -with the best possible team can 
make that trip only twice in the same work 
day of ten hours. Some years ago, before 
the dumps had to be moved so far out, it was 
possible for each wagon to make eight trips 
a day. Now two is the limit! Do you won- 
der why garbage remains uncollected and 
why our garbage removal system is so ex- 
pensive? 

The fact is that a dump system of garbage 
removal is an anachronism, a scandal, a 
nuisance, and a waste of good money. The 
only systems now tolerated by intelligent 
municipalities are reduction and inciner- 
ation. 

The objection to reduction is that it deals 
only with kitchen refuse—which, according 
to that indisputable authority, Col. Morse 
of New York, is only about 12 per cent of 
the total city waste—and that in most cities 
its results have not been satisfactory. In- 
cineration, on the other hand, is enjoying a 
crescendo of popularity, because it takes 
care of al] kinds of city waste and because 
its results have usually been beyond crit- 
icism. 

More than 200 cities and towns in various 
countriés, says Col. Morse, “ are now using 
destructors or cremating furnaces, often 
placed amid populous centers.” As to this 
last point, the placing of destructors in pop- 
ulous centers, we must also admit the tes- 
timony of Dr. Jones, president of the board 
of health of Memphis. “ 1 can run a crema- 
tory,” said Dr. Jones recently, “in any 
part’of the city of New York, and if the 
neighbors did not see garbage going into the 
crematory they would nevey know what was 
going on.” 

- These things being so, Chicago must re- 
joice that a subcommittee of the city coun- 
cil finance committee is working on the 
question of refuse removal and will have a 
report ready next fall. We have waited so 
long for a change that we deserve a good 
and a complete one now that a change is 
being considered. The finance committee 
might make itself famous simply by raising 
Chicago’s refuse removal system to the mu- 
nicipal level now occupied by English towns 
like Merthyr-Tydvil aud Barrow-in-Fur- 


ness.

Doing God’s Will. , 

Whether of them twain did the will of his 
father?—St. Matthew. xxi.,. 31. ‘ 

ERE isa manwhohastwosons. Hels 
also the owner of a vineyard. 
the habit of the times his sons are 
supposed to work in the vineyard. 
And he himself also from time to time 
joins them, in their labors. . 

The day has dawned, and the father sum- 
mons his sons to their work. These sons 
were apparently comparatively young. 
There are two words used in our Lord’s par- 
ables for ‘“‘ sons *’—one suggesting that the 
son has come of age; the other that he is in 
his minority. The former word is employed 


by Christ in the parable of the prodigal son;. 


the latter is used here. As being youthful, 
it may have been necessary to remind them 
of their duties. Wise parents train their 
children by keeping them to their duties. 


Under ordinary circumstances it had been 


sufficient for the father to say: “ Now, my 
sons let us go and work in the vineyard "’; 


or, if he was not to accompany them at that 


time, to say, ‘‘ Now, my sons, it is time to 
begin work in the vineyard.” But you ob- 
serve here a more peremptory tone: “ Son, 
go work today in my vineyard.” It is pes- 
sible that this more decisive tone is a 
in the parable to set forth in more striki 
form the obligatory nature of the direction 
given. Still more likely is it that this tone 
is adjusted to the temperament of these two 
sons, known beforehand to the father, and 
which so soon comes out in their conduct. 
But its pointedness tis striking. And that 
it should be addressed in identical terms to 
both sons, so differently temperamented, 
shows t universality of its obligation. 
Here is the formula of duty. 

And its decisiveness of tone has this great 
advantage; it is unmistakably explicit. See! 
there is here something to be done: “ Son, 
go work.” That word is the turning point 
of the parable. There is no authority in the 
universe equal to that of a father. This is, 
indeed, the ultimate basis of God's own au- 
thority over us—that he is the God and 
father of us all. 
“son” he is reminded that he who is en- 
titled to call him his son has a supreme 
claim to his obedience. 

“But how did these two.sons receive this 


reasonable paternal mandate? The first an-. 


swered bluntly and defiantly. I will not.”’ 
It is true he afterwards repented and went. 
But his verbal answer, whatever happened 
afterwards, must ever stand against him as 
the evidence of an unfilial and reckless dis- 
position. The second answered blandly and 
respectfully, “‘I go, sir."’ But his conduct 
shows the hollowness or the insincerity of 
his profession of obedience. For he did 
not move a step to go. 

This is the picture Christ draws of two 
classes of people with whom he came into 
contact at this time. And we have no dif- 
ficulty in identifying the classes of people 
here described. He was being beset by the 
chief priests and elders of the people. And 
their standing reproach against him was 
that he was a “ friend of publicans and sin- 
ners’’ which brings these people into view 
in connection with the priests and elders. 
So Christ pictures these two classes under 
the figure of these two sons. The publicans 
and harlots were those who said, in deeds if 
not in words, “I will not.’’ And though 
they afterwards, many of them, repented 
and changed their mode of life, their subse- 
quent repentance can in no wise excuse their 
primary defiance. The chief priests and 
elders were those’-who said so promptly and 
so fluently, “I go, sir.”” But the emptiness 
of these professions of obedience is shown 
in the absence of any action corresponding 
to them. 

And Christ judges between these two 
classes. And he leaves us In no doubt which 
of these he considered the better. « He ex- 
pressly says to the chief priests and elders. 
“The publicans and harlots go into the 
kingdom of God before you.” Neither of 
these two sons, neither of these two classes, 
were to be commended for what they had 
done. The conduct of both was highly rep- 
rehensible. But the one who, first of all. 
refused compliance with his father’s com- 
mands, but afterwards regretted his refusal 
and complied with them, was a better man— 
a more hopeful character—than he who was 
so profuse in professions of obedience and 
so absolutely wanting In performance of it. 
This is a weighty judgment of Christ.

Dramatic Art in the United States, 


HE popular plays in America are naive and puerile 
to an extent that is frequently extraordinary. The 
type of the American plays is a sort of vague oper- 
ette which requires half a dozen intrigues between 
an engaged couple that quarrels and finally read- 
justs them by becoming married, not without hav- 
ing danced jigs at every possible opportunity. 
For—and that is decidedly. characteristic—all 
actors in this country know how to dance a jig, 
men and women, principals and supers, and all of 
them, whether accompanying a chorus or singing 
their solos, must dance in time with some kind of 
music. The vofces are ‘nearly all throaty and few 
of the women know how to sing. The men com- 
pletely ignore the*‘art of singing. 


Sometimes the plays are fashioned after the model of French plays, but | 


they are badly mounted and worked out. What may, if necessary, be con- 
ceded in a loconrotive—rust or rough edges which do not prevent the boiler 
from functioning properly—shocks in those plays our taste for the finished 
and artistic. There is not a vaudeville artist, no matter how cheap, in 
France who does not take pains in composing a story, in making it pro- 
gress naturally, in weaving the complications and unraveling them with 
more or less logic and verjsimilitude. We also have the sense of proportion, 
the taste of order and of Appearance, and we put it, according to our talent, 
into our works of art, atever they may be.

In 
fact, the law now requires that in order to enter the naval service a man 


must be an American, a naturalized citizen, or have declared his intention . 
of becoming an American citizen. The recruiting officers are men of ex- — 
perience and good judges of men and character. They. go from city -to’ 


city and from town to town, open temporary quarters, and examine ayp- 


plicants for enlistment. Their method is to first bill a town several weeks 


before establishing recruiting headquarters and inviting applications. This 
has been found to be the best means of obtaining recruits. Experience has 
taught them that where there were a large number of enlistments one 
year a correspondingly large number may be expected from the same town 
the next year. The reason for this is that the men who enter the service 
are so pleased with it their influence encourages and induces their friends 
to enlist. The term of enlistment is for three years, and landsmen: must 
be between the ages of 18 and 25 years when first enrolkd. They must

STILL CLAIM HOP WINDS 


PIT FULL OF BUYERS ON 
TALK OF DAMAGE. 


Official Reports, However, Fail to Show 
the Conditions Which Private Ad- 
vices Allege Exist—May Delivery 
Forced te a Premium Over Septem- 
ber and December—Wheat Trade 
Active and Higher—Bad Thrashing 
Reports from Nebraska. 


Corn was again the center of speculating 
interest and activity yesterday, rapid price 
changes and advances being made mainly 


belt. While not confirmed in any way offi- 
cially reports of this character were the 
dominant influence throughout the entire 
section. During the day the September sold 
up to 52%c, the December to the same price, | 
and May to 52%c.

All through the session it was hot winds, 
poor prospects for the growing crop, and 
about all the calamities that could ever over- 
take the corn. Buytng orders were in evi- 
dence from an unusual number of sources. 
About all the old ones and many of the new 
commission houses executed orders of this 
kind on the buying side from sources not here- 
tofore taking on any corn, and the filling of 
the orders did not find any large quantities 
for sale. Wrenn bought a good deal of the 
September, while Spencer-Dennison took the 
bulk of the May, Nash-Wright being among 
the leading sellers of the deferred delivery. 
At times the Armour people were offering the 
May without doing much selling. 

A feature of the trade was the moderate 
premium made on the May delivery as 
against either the ‘September or the De- 
cember, the two first months selling at sub- 
stantially the same price. The May reached 
52%c, while the September or the December 
failed to advance further than 52%%c. There 
was no special pit reason given for the May 
premium other than that it was in most 
extraordinary demand from an unusual num- 
ber of sources and that offerings were far 
from libera]. The damage reports in some 
instances came from new fields, among them 
Illinois, where conditions have heretofore 
not been reported particularly bad. In the 
central part of the state corn was reported 
as firing, tasseling short, and doing a number 
of other things altogether out of line with the 
conduct of a good corn crop. There are said 
to be few of the western sections that do not 
need rain, although all of them are having 
temperatures higher than necessary to make 
corn. The predictions are for continued crop 
and dry weather. Local inspection was only 
moderate, 159 cars, of which 10 were con- 
tract. Estimated Monday, 185 cars. The 
movement for the week, locally, suggests 
no accumulation, receipts having been 1,126.- 
000 bu and shipments 1,850,000 bu.

Wheat Close Is Strong. 


Complaints of disappointing thrashing re- 
turns from Nebraska and uneasiness on the 
part of shorts because.of the rapid jumps 
being made in corn prices made the wheat 
market a strong one in spite of a weak start 
and closing prices were %c to ic higher 
than Friday at practically top prices for the 
day. September sold down to 75%c early, a 
loss of %c, but rallied to 7T7%c, closing at 
Ic bid.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON "CHANGE. | 


The committee on rules, W. H. Chadwick, 
chairman, has issued the following circular, 
which explains itself: ‘‘As some may not 
have given much consideration to the pro- 
posed amendment to our rules, which comes 
up for ballot:on July 27, we lay before you 
the reasons which prompted the submission 
of the amendments, which provide that the 
present fee for transfer, $25, be raised to 
$100, and that those fees shall constitute a 
fund for the sole purpose of retiring privi- 
leges of membership. 


ly. In<4899 there were 165 transfers (deaths 
20); in 1900 there were $27 transfers (deaths 
18); in 1901 there were 188 transfers (deaths 
20); in 1902 there wére 175 transfers (deaths 
18); in 1903, to date, there were 85 transfers 
(deaths 12). Sev years ago a large num- 
ber who previously had been clerks were 
admitted to membership at a low price on 
‘account of a change in our rules forcing them 
to become members. Later it was believed 
that that action had caused a surplus of 
about 100 memberships, and their value de-| 
clined from about $4,600 to $550. When the 
commission rule was adopted and a general 
reform was established in some of our 
methods, and, with the spread of the private 
wire system, it became necessary for many 
persons to join the board in order to get 
minimum rates, and accordingly 327 trans- 
fers were made in 1900. It seems apparent 
that with a constant and large number of 
transfers and a small death rate the pro- 
posed fund for retiring memberships just as 
fast as there is enough money accumulated 
in the fund to purchase one at current value, 
will act as a constant lever to advance the 
value of the privilege. 
high value for* memberships and a com- 
parative freedom from frequent fluctua- 
tions in their value will improve the morale 
and standard of our membership, reflect 
credit on, and be to the financial benefit of 
our members. We believe that to tax $25 
on each membership annually, thereby in- 
citing speculative traffic in them and prob- 
ably wide fluctuations in prices, would be 
burdensome to many of our young mem- 
bers and is unnecessary. The proposed tax 
would fall almost entirely on the new mem- 
ber. Our death rate is only about 1 per cent, 
an average of 19 in the 1,800 members for the 
last four years, while transfers were 855. 
Estimating the annual average of transfers 
at 180 and deaths at 19, there does not seem 
to be much force in the suggestion that an 
undue burden would fall on estates of de- 
ceased members; and, furthermore, if the 
measures submitted are adopted, the com- 
mittee later may recommend, if it seems 
advisable, that no fees be collected on trans- 


fers of deceased members’ privileges.” 


Writing to his paper, the Commercial West, 
H. . Jones says, under a Fergus Falls 
(Minn.) date: ‘‘ In the country between Min- 
neapolis and the James river, in South Da- 
kota, and between Mankato, New Ulm, 
Brookings, Huron on the south and Fargo on 
the north, crops are fair to good. In the 
eastern counties of South Dakota there is 
the nearest appnoach to bumper ylelds, but 
a severe hail storm has taken the edge off 
the total for that locality, however. The 
James river valley from Oakes to Redfield 
will yield about the usual crop. There is 
good promise for wheat at Oakes, better than 
usual, but the west end-of the county (La 
Moure), will run poor,’ as it usually does. 
The Aberdeen district will yield about as last 
year. Spink county will have a good 
yield for that district. There is good wheat 
im prospect in the Red river valley, south 
of Fargo, while among the western counties 
of Minnesota are. some that will produce 
more wheat per acre than last year, others 


year. Speaking for the central territory as 
a whole through to the James river and 
there is.nothing to. discourage, crops of all 
kinds are fair to good, with the exception 
of corn. The rye crop is good in yield, bar- 
ley is good, and wheat Is fair to good. The 
crop prospects west of Minneapolis are high 
enough to insure a prosperous business year 
to jobbers and merchants. In addition to 
crops large herds of cattle and sheep and 
thousands of hogs must not be overlooked 
as an important part of the businesssupport. 
The dairy business is also important. There 
is good prospect for the railroads. It may 
be a question yet as to whether crop and 
cattle tonnage will equal last year’s, but it 
will approximate it at least.” 

Max Lwabliner & Co. of Antwerp write 
July 14 as follows to a New York exporter: 
“The news from the Danuhe confirms what 
we lately wrote about this country—that is 
to’say, that the qualities in that quarter will 
be more or less poor. We have seen a sam- 
ple of the new crop wheat from down there 
which, although quite a useful grade for 
here, is not quite dry, and moreover is sprout- 
ed and smutted. We believe that this is no 
wheat for either the united kingdom or 
France or Italy, but that Germany, Holland, 
and Belgium will have to take the largest 
part of this year’s Roumanian crop, of 
course at sufficiently low prices. News from 
Russia is not positive so far, but whatever 
is known of that country seems favorable. 
Our stock has again become more or less 
reduced, and consists ehiefly of inferior 
river Platte wheat.”’ 

Kneeland, Clement & Curtis’ traveling rep- 
resentative writes from Mason City, Ia.: ‘‘Re- 
garding the condition of the new crop, must 
say that the corn especially is spotted, andit.

Boynton wires Harris-Gates from York, 
Neb.: “ Condition around here and in south- 
ern Nebraska disappointing. Corn is good 
color everywhere, and in all my experience 
I have never seen the condition so varitd in 
Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska as they are this 
year. It would take a man thirty days with 


an airship to get anywhere an accurate es- 


timate of conditions. Crop must be seen to 
be appreciated. This country probably as 
good as any in the state. Corn here hardly 
beginning to tassel. It is from two to four 
weeks late, generally clear. Corn is not mak- 
ing as rapid growth asitshould. It will have 
to grow faster to overcome backward condi- 
tion now existing. It looks as though it 
would require a miracle to mature crop.” 

“Reports of hot winds in the southwest 
damaging corn,” says Bennett, “reports 
which have been denied, confirmed, and re- 
denied, have kept the corn pit stirred up and 
the market has been big and strong. Itis the 
general opinion that with the most favorable 
weather no bumper crop can be expected, as 
the growth is generally baekward and the 
plant is not making up for lost time as fast 
as could be wished. The market is certain to 
be unusually susceptible all through the 
summer to reports of damage by weather 
too cold or too hot, too dry or too wet, because 
of the necessity for practically perfect con- 
ditions. Whether such rumors are correct or 
not, they will affect the market, and if they 
should prove incorrect, it will not affect the 
confidence placed in the next set of damage 
reports.’’, 

Advices from Updike of Omaha, covering 
the eastern half of Nebraska, report yields 
of wheat at Geneva, Exeter, Hastings, and 
Harvard, averaging 14 bu; inf the territory 
around York, 20 bu: Weeping Water and 
Sterling, 11 bu; Wahoo, 15 bu, and Table 
Rock, 18 bu, on which he repeats his esti- 
mate of 15 bu to the acre.

There 
are possible conditions under which corn 
would be worth a good deal more than it is 
selling for now, but they are not present 
now as legitimate market factors. Farmers 
ean ship live hogs to market now cheaper 
than they can feed them, which, in my esti- 
mation, is a bearish argument on corn.” 


Sackett of Ware-Leland has figured out 
the wheat requirements of the “ breakfast 
food”"’ men this year will -be 50,000,000 bu. 
This information he gets from a friend in 
the trade who Is an old flour man, with the 
Pillsbury people for several years. There 
are now about seventy-five of these pre- 
pared cereal companies in the country. Last 


year there were so few the quantities of_ 


wheat used did not cut much figure. 


“The flour demand is still very tame.” 
said B. A. Eckhart, “ as buyers have not yet 
satisfied themselves that present prices are 
right. I think they will come to them and 
when they do there will be a big trade, as 
stocks are light all over the country. Even 
if wheat should decline, I @o not look for 
any reduction in flour prices, because there 
will probably be a decline in mill feed, which 
will offset the break in wheat.” 


Shipments of meats and lard for the week 
show an increase over shipments for the cor- 
responding week the preceding year for the 
first time in a number of months, a notable 
fact in the provision trade, although the in- 
creases are small. Shipments of meats were 
13,198,000 Ibs, compared with 12,234,000 Ibs 
last year, and shipments of lard were 5,646,000 
lbs, compared with 5,342,000 lbs last year. 


The Northwestern Miller, usually skeptical 
to the point of scorn of crop damage claims, 
refers to the Van Dusen-Herrington esti- 
mate of the spring wheat crop of the Dakotas 
and Minnesota as optimistic. As that esti- 
mate indicates a loss of 20.000,000 bu from 
last year’s yield, it would be interesting to 
know what would be a pessimistic estimate. 


The vice president of the Central Granaries 
company of Lincoln, Neb., traveling through 
the best corn district of that state, wires 
Gifford out of total of fields counted 21 were 
good, 45 fair, being two to five feet high, and 
50 that is poor. Cannot make a crop under 
most favorable circumstances. 

Akin of St. Louis wired: “ Bad reports on 
corn. Indications are for continued dry and 
hot weather.

FEDERAL COURT. 
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MARYLAND STATE 
CAMPAIGN OPENS. 


Victory Is Largely Dependent. 


‘Upon the Vote of City 


of Baltimore. 


BOTH SIDES ARE ACTIVE. 


Stevenson Williams and Edwin 
Warfield Seek to Head 
Party Tickets. 


Baltimore, Md., July 25.—[Special.]—The 
state campaign in Maryland this year is of 
national importance. It involves the elec- 
tion of a Uni'tom States senator, the party 
standing of a doubtful state preceding 4 
presidential campaign, and the chances of a 
national democratic leader as a presidential 
possibility. Although now controlled by the 
democrats, the independent vote in this 
city is the balance of power and can swing 
the state either way. Under the new regis- 
tration law the unaffillated vote numbers 
11,336. That is, that number of voters in 
Baltimore city have refused in registering 
to state any party affiliation. The declared 
democratic vote is 55,218 and the republican |’ 
47,783, the former having the advantage of 
the affiliated vote by 7,435. 

It is the uncertainty surrounding the inde- 
pendent vote that pugzles the political man- 
agers. McKinley carried the state both 
times. Eight years ago the republicans 
swept it on the state ticket and elected a 
United States senator. Four years later the 
democrats recovered state control. 


Republicans Have Factional Fight. 


Were the republican: united this time 
they would have no difficulty winning by the 
aid of the independent or anti-Gorman ma- 
chine democrats, but they are divided by a 
bitter factional fight, involving both the 
United States senatorship and the control 
of the party organization. United States 
Senator Louis E. MeComas is a candidate 
for reélection. He and William Stone, col- 
lector of the port of Baltimore, head the 
State organization. Arrayed against them 
are former Postmaster General Gary, Con- 
gressmen Mudd, Wachter, and Jackson, and 
a large following. Congressman W. H. Jack- 
son or Mr. James A. Gary will be the candi- 
date for senator against McComas should 
the republicans succeed in gaining control 
of the legislature to be elected this fall, 

While there are some minor dissensions 
in the democratic ranks the party organiza- 
tion is said to be stronger than it has been 
in eight years, Mr. Gorman by his election 
to the senate again has strengthened his 
grip on the machine. His favorite for United 
States sgnator to succeed McComas is John 
Walter Smith, the present governor. Smith 
is a millionaire. Gorman promised him the 
plum two years ago in return for calling an 
extra session of the legislature to pass the 
disfranchising election law to assure control 
of the legislature of 1902 to Gorman, and his 
election as United States senator. Smith, 
however, may have opposition for the sen- 
atorship in former Goy. Frank Brown, the 
richést democrat in the state, and Isador 
Rayner, the present attorney general, who 
was counsel for Rear Admiral Schley before 
the court of inquiry. 


Candidates for Governor. 


For governor the republicans are seem- 
ingly united for Stevenson Williams of Hart- 
ford county, an eminent lawyer, who, as a 
member of the legislature, has made a splen- 
did fight for anti-bribery at elections anda 
fair ballot. 

The leading democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor is Edwin Warfield, president of the 
Fidelity and Deposit company and a prom- 
inent financier. Col. Spencer Jones of Mont- 
gomery county and Col. L. Victor Baugh- 
man of Frederick county also have been an- 
nounced. 

The tickets this year will be among the 
largest ever voted for, including governor, 
state controller, attorney general, members 
of the legislature, two Judges of the supreme 
bench of Baltimore city; state’s attorney 
and sheriff, judges of the Orphans’ court, 
and clerks of three courts. in Baltimore city. 
A judge of the State Court of Appeals will 
be elected from the Sixth circuit, and the re- 
turn of Chief Judge McSherry is assured. 


Warfield Shuns Corruption. 


It had been figured out that it would cost 
from $75.000 to $100,000 to ebect the next 
governor of Maryland. but the nomination 
of candidates who are unalterably opposed to 
vote buying may greatly lessen the cost. Gov. 
Smith’s campaign four years ago is said to 
have cost more than the first named amount. 
Edwin Warfield, leading candidate for the 
democratic nomination, is worrying the lead- 
ers of the party organization by declaring 
that he will not spend a dollar above the le- 
gitimate amoumt of the campaign, that he is 
opposed to the corrupt use of money, and 
that he stands ready to give an itemized 
statement of every cent he expends in the 
contest, amd names of the party to whom he 
pays it. and for what purpose. 

Mr. Warfield has had a wide expertence in 
politics. For years before he became the 
head of a great financial institution he was 
in the game as one of Gorman’s lieutenants. 
He knows the disgraceful extent to which 
money has been used to carry elections in 
Maryland, when even white men have sold 
their votes in the lower counties for as high 
as $) in a close contest. Mr. Warfield would 
break up this practice. He frankly says he 
would not have the office through bribery. 
A member of a distinguished family, Mr. 
Wartield wants the honor as a heritage, and 
he positively refuses to buy it. Old, expe- 
rienged politicians. when Mr. Warfield took 
this stand, declared he could not carry the 
state without it costing him at least $50,000. 


Involves Senatorship Fight. 


Now, however, the situation is changing, 
notwithstanding votes brought as high as 
$70 and $80 in the recent democratic prima- 
ries in Queen Anne county, on the eastern 
shore, which part of the state is notorious 
for election corruption. The primaries in 
this county involved the United States sena- 
torship more than that of governor. 

The change of opinion as to the cost of the 
contest is brought about by the willingness 
of Stevenson Williams of Hartford county to 
accept the republican nomination for gov- 
ernor if it is offered him. Williams is the 
choige of the party organization leaders, and 
even those who are opposed to the reélection 
of McComas will support Williams. When 
he was a member of the state senate he in- 
troduced a corrupt practices bill and always 
fought for the purity of the ballot. 

He is not a millionaire, neither is Mr. War- 
field. Should they be the respective nominees 
of their parties it will bea truly “ no boodle ” 
campaign, and a unique feature in Maryland 
politics.

GIRLS CROWD OUT MEN. 


YOUNG WOMEN ENTER BUSINESS 
AS MANICURISTS. 


Bight Thousand at Work in New York 
City—Opén Downtown Offices, Visit 
Actresses and Fashionable Houses 
and Accept Tips—Male Patrons Form 
Great Percentage of Their Income— 
Beginners Have Trouble in Secur- 
ing Positions. 


New York, July 25.—It took the Roxbury 
murder mystery to bring out the fact that 
more than 8,000 young women are employed 
in New York city as manicurists. The young 
woman who was walking with Charlies W. 
Roxbury on the night of the murder is a 
manicurist, and the victim was one of her 
patrons. ‘ 

It is not so many years ago that women 
who had their nails manicured regularly 
were regarded as extravagant. Men who 
went to manicure parlors were considered 
effeminate. They were guyed by their com- 
panions while they were having their nails 
polished by men manicurists in a Turkish 
bath. 

All that is changed now. Girl manicures 
have virtually driven men manicures out of 
the business. The most expert, those who 
make the best wages and get the most tips, 
are in the downtown office buildings and in 
good barber shops, where their customers are 
almost exclusively men. 


Visit Fashionable Homes. 


A few women have gone into the pedicure 
business, but they do not seek office prac- 
tice. They go to the homes of rich patients 
/who can afford to pay well for having their 
hands and feet attended to by the same per- 
son and at the same sitting. Therein arises 
a bone of contention. Many manicurists 
who have expensively fitted establishments 
insist that such work cannot be attended 
to at home under proper aseptic and anti- 
septic conditions. 

It is, nevertheless, a fact that one-half 
the girl manicures in New York visit their 
patrons at their homes three or four times 
a month. They make their rounds as regu- 
larly as the butcher and the baker. Many 
actresses and women in professional life 
have their manicures call every day, usually 


{in the morning just after they have taken 


their bath. Actors and professional men, 
on the other hand, prefer the “ parlors.” 


Prices Are Reasonable. 

Almost any girl who hae a little pin money 
can afford to have her nails manicured now- 
adays. Im some of the department stores she 
can get them done for 25 cents. There are 
several little establishments just outside the 
limits of fashion where she can get them 
done nicely for 15 cents. At the swell estab- 
lishments uptown the usual charge is 75 
cents. Some of the more exclusive places 
charge $1. 

A manicurist who has been In the business 
in New York for twemty years, and is at the 
head of one of the big Broadway estabish- 
ments, saye that fully one-third of the pa- 
trons of the girl manicures in New York are 
men—not mere mashers and idlers who have 
more time and money than common senee, 
but men of business, who take as much pride 
in keeping their hands in condition as théy 
do their beard and mustache. 

Downtown More Prosperous. 

It is these men that have brought the girl 
manicure into the downtown office buildings 
and the barber shops. It is because these 
men are usually in a hurry that the quick- 
est and best girls in the business find it 
more profitable to work downtown than up 
town. A man who is going to a dinner or 
a reception in the evening will often spare 
fifteen minutes to have his nails attended to 
during luncheon hour when he would not 
think of stepping into a manicure parlor on 
his way uptown. 

The expert manicure girl works deftly. 
She first soaks the nails and then scrapes 
them to a lovely pink. Then she pushes 
the skin back from the little white half 
moons at the base, cuts the nails in a cres- 
cent which exactly follows the lines of the 
half moons and finishes up by washing the 
hands in a preparation that makes them 
both smooth and white for many a day to 
come. 


Girls Receive Tips. 

‘“*‘T like working with men downtown bet- 
ter than uptown,” said a manicure girl in 
the. Empire building. “ There is less non- 
sense about it. A busy man reads the paper 
while you are working instead of talking 
about his own affairs or trying to pry into 


‘yours. When the job is done he pays his fee, 


leaves a tip, and is gone.” 

In the better class of places the usual tip 
is 25 cents, although many customers do 
not hesitate to give less. The manicure 
girl finds that women do not tip so liberally 
as men, except in the case of some pro- 
fessional women. The average woman, 
when she pays 50 cents or 75 cents for mani- 
curing, does not like to tip the girl. From 
her point of view it makes the process ap- 
pear so much more expensive. Said the 
manicurist of experience referred to above: 

“IT know of manicure girls in some of the 
better class establishments who average $15 
to $20 a week in tips. I venture to say that 
with one-half the manicure girls in New 
York their salary of from $5 to $87 a week 
does not amount to 25 per cent of their in- 
come. 


Is a Clean Occupation. 


“Of all the occupations open to women 
manicuring is the cleanest and daintiest. A 
man or woman careful enough of their ap- 
pearance to have their nails manicured ts 
not an unpleasant person to deal with. Man- 
feuring is a much nicer occupation for girls 
than dentistry, for instance.” 

There are no schools where the manicure 
girl can learn her business. If she goes to 
the better class of establishments for a course 
of lessons she pays anywhere from $35 to $50 
for them. But when they are finished she 
is not allowed to practice In the place where 
she has been taught. 


SEVEN MILLIONS FOR HIM.

It will take con- 
siderable time to adjust the affairs and se- 
cure our share, but from what my father 
writes I am confident of resuite.”

Picnics: and out of town excursions, which 
are among the few diversions in the monot- 
onous daily existence of the city dwellers in 
summer, are now at the height of popularity. 

When children comprise the important 
part of the household these little jaunts to 
the parks, country, or along the shores of 
Lake Michigan should be frequent.

Unfortunately these are too expensive for 


the average purse, and for this reason many 
persons are not familiar with them. They 
are used quite extensively abroad, in place 
of the railway restaurant, which, as a rule, 
is inexcusably bad.

It is a mistake to have all of them sweet, 
Cold meats, boiled tender, cut in thin slices, 
are more substantial and satisfying. 

Minced meat, such as ham, tongue, chicken, 
or fish chopped fine, rubbed to a paste with 
some cream and butter or mayonnaise dress- 
ing nicely seasoned are used for sandwich 
fillings. 

Unless the bread is home made, the crust 
shohid be cut off, the bread halved diagonally. 

The mosaic sandwichis a novelty to many, 
made of white and brown, or whole wheat 
bread. The first plece is of white, covered 
with filling, then a slice of brown, and last a 
white slice is added. Any kind of filling is 
used. Nut sandwiches give variety to the 
menu. There area numberof jellies, but they 
have a strong inclination to “ run ” In sum- 
mer. Marmalades and jellies carry well in 
jars or tumblers. 

Some of the most appetizing sandwiches are 
made of cheese. Cottage, Neuftchatel, or 
cream cheese is most popular. When placed 
between water thins or soda crackers, that 
have previausly been browned and a little 
butter added, they are delicious. Hard boiled 
eggs minced fine also make tempting fillings. 

Chicken salad sandwiches are relished, but 
the dressing sinks Into'the bread and makes 


it heavy and soggy. 


It is on these Little pleasure jaunts that 
relishes of different kinds appeal strongly 
to sharpened appetites, such as tart or sour 
things. Stuffed olives, pickles, filled cucum- 
bers, pickled vegetables, as little yellow toma- 
toes, beets, pickled fruits, satisfy one’s appe- 
tite splendidly. Tomatoes, on account of the 
acid they contain, are cooling, and when 
stuffed with a good relish, are among the 
most appetizing eatables. Mayonnaise dress- 
ing is an important item to be included, and

should be carried in a jelly tumbler with | 


tin lid or in a bottle. 

Fruits should form a substantial part of 
the picnic fare. Being 90 per cent water, 
they quench. the thirst and allay hunger 
without burdening ‘the stomach, animportant 
‘consideration in summer. Only those fruits 
which are perfectly sound are taken, as 
others become soft and mushy if kept in a 
warm place. 

Cakes in different forms, both in layers 
and those of the’ smaller kind, are among 
the necessary sweets. Layer cakes should be 
covered with waxed paper to prevent the icing 
from melting. Small cakes and biscuits carry 


well if packed In a paper box lined with a } 


napkin which folds over them. 

Banbury tarts are delicious pastry delica- 
cies. They are made from two cupfuls of 
seeded raisins and four ounces of citron peel. 
To this add two cups of sugar, the juice and 
grated rind of two lemons. A little orange 
juice is sometimes added and a dash of spice. 
Beat up an egg and stir into the ingredients 
with a pinch of salt. 

Another tempting dish for outing occasions 
‘is deviled eggs. The whites should be boiled 
hard and the yolks soft. Cut in half, remove 
the yolks and mix with mustard (prepared), 
olive oil, lemon juice, salt and pepper until 
the whole forms a paste. Then add minced 
chicken, tongue, or sardines; a little cream ts 
poured on if the paste is too stiff. Stir the 
ingredients: well together and replace in the 
white shells, packing each firmly with the 
mixture.

| Porch Luncheon] 


As water untaq wine is the dining room 
luncheon when compared to the luncheon on 
the porch, with sufishine filtering through 
the vines and breezes playing catch with 
corners of the table cloth. ; 

A cool green table cloth of art linen is most 
effective in appearance. China used with 
this should be green or have green markings. 
Masses of white fern, flowers, sweet peas, 
daisies, or roses should be arranged in a 
large green glass vase, low and open 
mouthed. 

This should be in the center of the table 
with four small vases of the same style 
at the four corners. White doilies for plates 
may be used, but it ds daintier to omit them. 
Another pretty table cloth is of lavender 
linen. The china is blue and white, and the 
flowers purple, heliotropes, asters, sweet 
peas, or panstes. Flowers on the table are 
always more effective when only one kind is 
used. They should bearranged in low bowls, 
and put in loosely, spraying out gragefully.

WO great Roman steeples, slaty blue against the 
“3 emoky horizons from a score of streets north of the 
: intersection of West Division and Noble streets, are 
landmarks for thousands in that congested portion of 
Chicago who seek their bearings in a strange neigh- 
borhood. For other thousands they are not only landmarks 
in the literal sense of the term but they stand for a social 
settlement idea that has not been attempted by economists, 
. and which scarcely has been approached by the church any- 
_& where else in the world. 
| These great towers that rise out of a maze of treeless 
streets into a smoky sky, far above the blistering roofs of one 
of the most congested quarters in all Chicago, belong to the 
giant pile of St. Stanislaus Kostka church. From each of 
these towers four clock faces mark the hours for 10,000 eyes, 
while their great bell clangs the hours, the halves, and the 
quarters to 10,000 more beyond the range of vision. Thirty 
thousand communicants of the church are within the sound 
of the steeple bells, and in this largest church in all Chicago 
is to be found the center of most of the things spiritual and 
material that belong to one of the largest Polish settlements 
in the world.

This is St. Stanislaus Kostka church in its relations to 
the greatest parish in the United States. The northern bound- 
ary of the parish is North avenue; on the east is the river, on 
the south Augusta street, and on the west the extreme limit 
is Humboldt park. Withih less than one city square, corner- 
ing at Noble and Ingraham streets, there is church property 
belonging to St. Stanislaus valued at nearly $500,000, and in 
this same square is the largest parochial school in the world.

Built Up by Father Barzynski. 


Of the work of the church at the present time the Rev. 
Father Spetz said, with a show of reverence: “.There are 
ten of us here doing the work that Father Vincent Barzynski 
; did and was doing up to the time he died in 1899." The re- 
- mark was retrospective, and in it was a suggestion of a brief 
history of the church. 

St. Stanislaus really came into being when, in 1864, Peter 
Kiolbassa established the St. Stanislaus society, with a 
membership from the thirty-five families of the neighbor- 


2 if hood. The society was reorganized in 1866, and in 1867 four 


oa lots were purchased at Bradley and Noble streets on which, 
in 1869, a church was built and in which a Jesuit missionary 
4 first labored. This building still is in existence and is used 
s ’ gs a hall In emergencies and in the main for school purposes. 

It was with the coming of Father Vincent Barzynski in 


1874 that St, Stanislaus took on life, and for the thirty years.

In these more recent years the colossal proporticns of the 
church have been accentuated by comparisons with newer 
institutions. Covering the fleld that has been its own @o0 long, 
St. Stanislaus would be considered as of necessity a great 
physical structure. The Roman pile itself cost $110,000. 
Twenty-eight thousand dollars was spent upon the steeples, 
the clocks cust $2,000, the bells cost $3,000, the great organ 
represents $6,000, the paintings of the interior cost $9,000, and 
a new altar put in within the year cost $4,000. 

This is the church. The schools cost $115,000; the gym- 
nasium cost $6,000; the old school building represents an ex- 
penditure of $10,000, the sisters’ house $10,000; the ground 
values are close to $100,000, while the mere heating plant for 
&ll the structures within the block cast $30,000. 


Decorator’s Painting Is Famous. 

As a church building St. Stanislaus is striking from the 
outside, and more so from within. Zukotynski’s brush has 
done more than al’ else to make it famous. Sixty feet above 
the altar and just under the dome is his “ The Triumph of 
Christ,”” which, even in the eyes of foreign critics, has been 
found without fault. In it are some of the principal figures of 
the Old and the New Testaments. Just under it is the figure 
of St. Stanislaus, the patron saint of the church. The new 
altar that rests below, made of wood, marble, and onyx, and 
carved and heavily gilded, is of Roman design, in keeping 
with the architecture of the church; and attendant upon this 
one feature of the great; building are the 5,500 members of the 
girls’ and the women’s sodalities, with their flower decora- 

, tions, each member contributing 10 cents a month to the fund 
: of the sodalities, and out of it finding for the sodalities 
funeral benefits for members and charities for hundreds who 
may be found in need. 

Education has been one of the greatest of the church's 
activities. There are 3,800 pupils in St. Stanislaus’ parochial 
school in all the departments from the kindergarten to the 
completion of the sixth grade. The Polish language and 
Polish history are taught in the school; a post-communion 
business course for girls is provided; forty-four sisters, four 
t laymen, and the priests of the church are laborers there, and 
: over all this work of education is Mother Superior Rogiera, 
e who has been with the school and the church from their 
: founding. Today in the school there are children of a third 
_ generation under her supervision. 

" When children of the Polish school have completed the 
sixth grade of the parochial school many of them go into the 
public schools of the district to complete the eighth grade, 
and for this purpose the Kosciusko and the Trinity schools 
-are admirably situated for supplementing the work of pupils. 


Active in Educational Work. 


To show how carefully the needs of education are taught 
to the little ones through the church the 100 boys attendant 
upon the altar contribute 10 cents a month for a fund de- 
yoted to the higher education of members, and as each of 
these little fellows grows In age and asks for the further in- 
struction to be had of St. Stanislaus’ college he is paid the 
tuition of $30 a term until he has finished the course. In this 
eollege for boys are a full classical or commercial course, as 
the matriculant may select fog himself. 

Another of the educational features of the church is the 
Holy Family of Nazareth academy for girls, in which the 
young of both sexes receive a kindergarten training. 

The heads of the church today are the Rev. Father John 
Kasprzycki, pastor; the Rev. Andrew Spetz, the Rev. Joseph 
Baroynski, the Rev. John Obyrtacz, the Rev. John Kruszyn- 
ski. the Rev. Joseph Gelinek, the Rev. Joseph Ziemba, the 
Rev. Felix Ladon, the Rev. Stanislaus Siatka, and the Rev. 
Ladislaus Zapala. 

Looking to the fleld of work of St. Stanislaus’ church, fts 
influence may be marked by the stranger familiar with other 
comparatively poor and congested portions of Chicago.

Physician Rescues Victim. 

On the afternoon of Jan. 28, 1908, the ex- 
es from New York for Philadelphia, on the 

ntral Railroad of New Jersey, plunged 
into the rear of the “ Baston local” near 

Graceland, three cars of the local being tele 

scoped, and almost every person in them 

was killed or injured. The tremendous mo- 
mentum of the express train, composed of 
heavy vestibuled cars, carried the engine of 
the. flyer clear through the,rear car of the 
local and half way through the second car, 
which in turn telescoped the one in front. 

Fire broke out in the wreck, adding torture 

to the helpless injured, and steam escaping 

from an Overturned engine boiled and blis- 
tered many of those who had escaped the 
crash or the flames. 

One of the first of the rescuing band at the 
wreck was Dr. Pittis.

They offered 
to undergo one operation or several, and 
when it became a q selection the 
rejected ones were actuatly nettled. 

No less generous a spirit was shown by all 
the members of the sister Plainfield lodge— 
Jerusalem—and the iveny for sacrifice grew 
daily brisker. 

Day after day the Mascnetwtnted their 
way to Dr. Pittis with cheerfulness and 
pride. From each of those accepted the doc- 
tor took twenty or thirty pieces of skin, and 
the grafting began. 

Business Associates Come Far.. 

When at last the list of lbdgemen had been 


exhausted aid came from a new quarter, and 


one that promised a rich harvest of the need- 
edeskin layers. 

Mr. Fredericks, whose home is in Dunellen, 
N. J.. near Plainfield, is the chief clerk in 
New York of the United States Express com- 
pany, having his office at 49 Broadway. In 
this capacity he has under him something 
like 8. (00 offices. He ia widely known in the 
service of the company, and popular with his 
fellow employés. 

When the list of Masons was used up the 
ermy of men in the employ of the company 
was called on for help. The appeal was 
Troyally anewered. The expressmen every 
where strove to match in asinterested 
friendship the kindness of the Masons, and 
the offers of skin poured in from every quar- 
ter of the compasa Thereafter and up to to- 
day it has only been with Dr. Pittis a case of 
. selection and rejegtion. The men came for- 
ward in Groves, traveling at their own ex- 
pense and edjusting their time to the con 
verience of the sufferer. 


Successfully Grafts 3,000 Pieces. 

The placing on Fredericks of the 8,000 bits 
of skin made a wonderful operation. Today 
he is doing well, is cheerful and hopeful, 
and there is every @@ospect that he will 
make what the medical men choose to call a 
“good recovery.” He will not be marked 
much, if at all, and promises to. be e thor- 
oughly sound and healthy man. 

In speaking of Fredericks’ case Dr. Pittis 
refused to indulge in prophecies, content to 
rest where he is. He said three-fourths of 
the scalded area of Fredericks’ body was al- 
ready covered, but he did mot care to venture 
how many more strips of skin would be 
needed. Some parts would require more 
than others. In any case, there was no lack 
of prospective material. Generally speak- 
ing, the operation was highly successful. 


How the Operation Is Performed. 


The method of skin grafting employed is 
performed in the following manner: 

The arms of the applicant are first made 
thoroughly antiseptic. By means of a thor- 
Oughly sterilized wide razor, applied flat- 
wise, the derm and epiderm, the two topmost 
layers of the skin, are removed. The razor 
is kept flooded with a normal salt solution 
to keep the thin graft from curling on itself 

Each graft is then immedfately lid upon 
the prepared surface of the wound, upon 
which it is floated from the razor by the 
Sait sojution. It therefore lies on flat. As 
grafted, it is gently pressed into place and 
covered with a sterilized piece of perforated 
rubber tissue wet with saline solution. This 
lattice work of rubber tissue is now moist- 
ened with salt solution and covered with a 
Scultetis bandage soaked in the saline solu-

The distinguishing characterietic o 

criminals is rank cowardice. They want to 
enrich themselves and they do not shrink 
at murder to gain their ends, but the murder 
must be an easy one, without risk to their 


own precious skins. So weak and defenseless 


women are selected by them for their prey. 
They are the Noar Claypoles of assassina- 
ition. Strangely enough, on the list of killers 
‘ef women in Europe are no less than three 
‘soldiers, of whom one wasan officer. In each 
case the crime was planned for murder, and 
in each case execution followed upon sen- 
tence. It should be noted by the way that 
these three men died bravely, but that istrue 
of most murderers, even the most cowardly. 
‘It is in France that this genus flourishes most 
‘on the continent, and in Peris particularly, 
but it is only fair to say that the majority 
of killers of women in France are not French- 
men. They mostly belong to that clase of 
foreigners who are described in Paris as 
rastaquoutres. Such were and 
Prado, who were types of the class. 


Keeps Nerve at the End. 

Prado was quite calm when they arousea 
him on the fatal morning in his cell in La 
Roguette. He dressed quietly and when the 
governor of the prison told to take off a 
flannel singlet which he was w g, he said, 
“of course.

He went about this particular murder in a 
businesslike way, made careful preparations, 
even rehearsed the crime, and carried it out 
so successfully that it was only by a mere 
chance that he was 4 many months 
afterwards. 

He was a man of consummate ability. 
When, in the usual formula, his advocate 
having made his speech, the presiding judge 
asked him: “ Have you anything to add to 

our defense?’""’ he answered: “I have to 

n it over again,”” and then began an ora- 
tion which lasted for two hours and which 
deeply impressed court, bar, and public. Some 
of the jurymen wiped their eyes, but these no 
doubt recovered their balance after they had. 
retired to consult, for he was found guilty 
ynanimously. (In France verdicts are’ given 
by a majority of voices.) Yet his defense had 
been so able that doubt lingered after his con- 
viction in the minds of the authorities. A 
sbhanee was given him to elucidate certain 
cbhscure points and some days before his exé- 
cution an official was dispatched by the prest- 
dent to interrogate him in his cell. That he 
failed to satisfy this official was proved by 
the fact that his execution followed.

Meanwhile, Pranzini, who 
had fied to Marseilles, could find nothing bet- 
ter to do for his safety than to present various 
women there with the jewels of which he had 
robbed his victims, jewels easily recognized, 
of which the description was in the hands of 
évery police officer in the world. His defense 
was a clumsy one, but he persisted in pro- 
claiming his innocence to the end, and died 
cursing the magistrate who sent him for 
trial.

Ast at Hull House. 


WO of six or eight panels in the scheme 
for the mural] decoration of the Hull 
House auditorium have already been 
done by Prof. Duncan and Mr. Olson 
Nordfeldt. They portray the dignity of 
labor and éccupy most of the lower stretch 
of wall on one side of the room. One is Tol- 
stoi plowing. He is dressed in his peasant’s 
costume, a coarse white belted tunic, with 
trousers and boots to correspond. He and 
the white horse and the plow occupy the 
foreground. The uplands of upturned earth 
sloping toward the horizon, with a few 
shrubs, a distant cottage, and a sower be- 
hind the literary yeoman, break the monot- 
ony of the otherwise dreary landscape. The 
portrait of the distinguished Russian is good 
—sufficiently so to identify at once the well 
known rugged features, clear dark eyes, 
and long, heavy, white beard. Everything 
else is of the same primitive character. The 
plow is of the rudest wooden sort, thousands 
of years old in pattern, with Tolstoi dressed 
in the fashion almost as old, leaning upon 
its upper crossbeam. The horse is a stout 
working animal in rude harness. But soil 
culture under such conditions in these days 
of scientific appliance lacks dignity. It is 
therefore the fact of Tolstoi’s voluntarily 
lending his name and fame to that kind of 
work which really gives it dignity. Although 
low In tone color it is not without artistic sat- 
isfaction and is made additionally interesting 
by at least conforming to Tolstoi’s own {dea! 
of true art—that which the least instructed 
as well as the most cultivated understand 
and enjoy. 

If it be objected that the Tolstot pane] is 
not a genuine illustration of the dignity of 
labor, because its chief figure voluntarily in- 
dulges in plowing and the wearing of a peas- 
ant’s costume, that cannot be said of its 
twin, Abraham Lincoln in his young man- 
hood “ plowing” his way down the Missis- 
sippi In a flat boat. This is largely Mr. Nort- 
feldt's work. The figure is stalwart, muscu- 
lar, and graceful, as everybody is in the per- 
formance of that which engages his whole 
disinterested energy. The countenance has 
the youthful suggestiveness of the well 
known rugged face of maturity. Like Tol- 
stoi’s, the figure suggests life size, though 
perhaps actually less. It, too, occupies the 
foreground, upright in the boat, working the 
“ sweep,”’ or great oar. A negro sitsin front 
amidst bales of freight, apparently unoccu- 
pied, symbolical, perhaps, of his passive con- 
dition when Lincoln was toiling for his 
emancipation; at any rate affording him a 
subject that afterwards engaged his serious 
attention. The moonlit scenery, including 
a steamboat with lights shining from its 
pilot house, is characteristic of the river. 
The subjects of the remaining panels are 
not yet determined. David, with his sheep; 
Jesus, the carpenter; Marconi, Florence 
Nightingale, and other such have for various 
reasons been rejected. 

In Hull house itself are landscapes by the 
Swedish Linden, once a resident of Chicago, 
and landscapes and figures by Miss Benedict 
of the Art institute and a resident at the set- 
tlement. Among those deserving mention 
are an Italian lass, shy, pretty, graceful, yet 
with a touch of self-conscious awkwardness— 
a character type of the neighborhood: a 
mother feeding her babe and pictures of old 
women, realistic reproductions of life in that 
vicinity. They should some day have an 
histonfe value for the settlement and Chicago. 
A well executed portrait of a friend of Miss 
Addams, a lady seated, in a yellow rose col- 
ored gown with lace trimming, betrays tal- 
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ent that would have commanded attention 
had the artist, Alice Kellogg Taylor, sur- 
vived. 


An Interesting Variety. 

T Anderson's gallery is to be seen a 
variety of etchings of great interest 
and prestige, and of admirable execu- 
tion. There is a Windsor castle by 

Seymour Haden, simple but strong, a few 
lines only necessary to full expression. There 
is another by Chauvelle.  Corot’s “ Ville 
d’Avry”’ is a soft, subtle landscape as fine a 
picture as Shakspeare’s verbal one: “ How 
sweet the moonlight sleeps upon this bank!” 

There are several of Dicksee’s admirable 
pictures—one may allowably say portraits— 
of animals. The titles are themselves ar- 
tistic—almost essentia! to the pictures, as; for 
example, in his well known, “ O, for a Touch 
of the Vanished Hand,” where the hound 
sniffs mournfully at his dead 5 absent mas- 
ter’s glove. In “ The Fire Worshippers” a 
wolfhound and King Charles, both capitally 
done, are stretched before a grate fire, which, 
save for its reflection on thelr faces and the 
foreground, is invisible. The concentration 
of the light upon the fore part of them, the 
dark shadows on the furniture, and the 
bodies of the dogs, together with their re- 
laxed attitudes, tell the whole story of their 
thorough enjoyment of the heat they are 


bagking in. 

Nearing Home reminds one of u's 
word picture: “ And the afternoon sun like 
a gentie shepherd drove us homeward.”’

N the midst of the rebellion against the young 
sultan of Morocco, who by his radical innova- 
tions. has aroused the fanatical opposition of i @ 
an, Mrs. Helen Carleton: Her residence for a . 
number of years has been in Morocco, where 
her husband is stationed in the United States 
consular service. : 

On several occasions Mrs. Carleton has.taken the field with 
the army of the sultan for the sake of experiences, and at 
‘times her life has beeri endangered by the fierce hill tribes, 
against which the government is conducting its warfare. 

After what she has seén of Moorish fighting Mrs. Carleton 


“They have such a haphazard way of fighting that after a 
battle it is hard to tell which side has ‘been victorious. They 
rush together pellmell {n no regular order and often mistake 
friends for enemies. I have been told that after one of the 
hard fought engagements, when they spiked the heads of.the 
dead rebels on the gates of Fez,.many of the inhabitants  ~ 
recognized the faces of ‘their relatives, who had been fighting 
for the sultan.” 
Of the pretender she says: 
“ Bu Hamara is a man of mystery. No one seems to know 
exactly who he is. His name simply means the ‘man on a 
donkey.’ He is so-called because he goes about everywhere 


making recruits for his army riding on a large white donkey. . | Nf OP 
I do not know whether he leads his forces to battle mounted 
on that patient if leisurely beast or not. Some people claim 


he is the agent of the French government, and that he is 
backed financially by the French. He certainly seems to have 
plenty of money at his command, and by paying higher wages 
to his troops than the sultan he is able to secure deserters 
from the imperial army." 
What Caused the War. | 

Mrs. Carleton, in a letter written at Tangier, gives a lively 
account of the innovations which have cost the young sultan 
a war for his throne. In this description she says: 

“The sultan was kept in leading strings by the grand 
vizier until the opportune and suspiciously sudden death of the 
latter, whereupon the former made known his intention of 
ruling for himself and as he pleased. 

“He soon evinced his decided liking for Europeans and 
their customs. He rides the bicycle—is a trick mder, in fact 
—drives an automobile (at about ninety miles an hour, a gen- 
tleman who is noted for his véracity, and who had ridden 
with him once, told me), and has even gone so far as to try 
to reform the taxes. This is an advancement indeed! 

“He has his kodaks and cameras, and while strict Mo- 
hammedans think it a sin to have their photographs taken, 
as the koran forbids the making of images, the sultan has 
been photographed many times; even has his likeness on a 
post card. 

“He plays tennis extremely well. He is genial, kind 

* hearted, and sociable. On one occasion last summer he gave 
great offense by inviting all the Europeans in Fez, about 
forty in number, to a dinner party to which no Moors were 
invited.

Sultan Has One Wife. ; 

“He has only one wife, I do not know whether. this ts 
self-denial or the reverge.

“To my mind,”” said one of the students of the traction 
problem in Chicago, “the solution of the back step method 
by which women leave the car is to be a summer car ar- 
ranged with central aisle and the closed gates front and 
back, as are used on the elevated cars. For years traction 
officials and conductors and motormen have been trying to 
educate women to the necessity of waiting till the car comes 
to a stop; and, in default of that, to get a woman to turn her 
face in the direction which the car is taking before she steps 
out into space. 


Accidents Increase in Summer. 


“ But they won’t wait for the car to stop, and as for 
their turning their backs upon the gripman and the motor- 
man they will continue to do so as long as the distinctions 
of sex are appreciable in Chicago. The summer season, with 
its open cars, is the season for the minor accidents to pas- 
sengers in general, and in the lists of the injured all through 
the summer months the woman who leaves the car with a 
back step is the victim of victims.”’ 

Why the hen crossed the road is an old and easy prob- 
lem compared with this newer question of why a woman will 
get off a car backward; the hen wishes to get on the other 
side, ‘but no woman has ever been suspected of a desire to 
sit down on the back of her neck even on the cleanest and 


smoothest of asphalt, to say nothing of the usual block pav- 
ing that is full of ruts and mudholes. 

In the opinion of a traction authority in Chicago there are 
two means for making the back step impossible to street car 
traffic, and both of these are regarded as wholly imprac- 
tieable: The first would be to tie up the right hand of every 
woman from whom fare is collected on a surface car; the 
other would be to reverse the order of street car traffic en- 
tirely and run all cars on the left of the double tracks. 


Indifferent to Increased Danger. 

Leoking over the evolution of the surface car in Chicago 
im the last twelve years, it would seem that tin proportion as 
men and women become familiar with the mode of convey- 
ance they also have become indifferent to its dangers. As 
the rapid trolley car has superseded the old horse car the 
menace of the car naturally has increased, but in this the 
fender has offset much of the danger represented by in- 
creased speed. As to the possibilities of stepping off back- 
ward on the part of the woman passenger, the closing of the 
inner side of the open cars has effected much for the quietude 
of the conductor's nerves.

Teach the bass first to jump over a pole held high over the 
aorse trough in which you keep him. Hold an angle worm 
about a foot above the pole and the bass will jump after it.

Train him at the 
word of command to walk into the house and hunt up the 
portfolio of flowers and to sit down on it. The flowers will be 
beautifully pressed. Also train the rhinoceros to roll easily 
and gracefully over any ground you designate. He makes a 
fine roer, much better than the ordinary steam kind, and 
you can make much money by having him roll the grass and 
pack down the sod in the yards of your neighbors. |
